Gov. Davis 
pressed to 
sign clean 
needle bill

A IDS activists are lobbying Gover¬ 
nor Gray Davis to sign into law a 
major bill that will impact how 
California addresses its AIDS epi¬ 
demic. 

The bill, SB774, is authored by 
state Senator John Vasconcellos (D- 
Santa Clara) and would allow a li¬ 
censed pharmacist to sell hypodermic 
needles or syringes to a person with¬ 
out a prescription under specified 
conditions. The harm reduction mea¬ 
sure, which was vetoed by Davis last 
year, is an attempt to get dirty needles 
off the streets and improve the health 
of intravenous drug users. The bill 
passed out of the Legislature on Sep¬ 
tember 9. 

Davis, who is fighting to keep his 
job as governor, has yet to signal if he 
will sign or veto the bill. Aides to the 
governor did not return calls seeking 
comment Tuesday. 

He has until October 17 to decide. 
His signing of the bill could shore up 
his support from progressives in his 
party as he tries to defeat the recall 
against him. Yet if Davis vetoes the 
bill, he could steal some of the thun¬ 
der from those seeking to remove him 
from office. 

As the bill moved through the state 
Legislature, its supporters met with 
Davis’s staff to discuss amending the 
measure to improve its chance of 
being signed by the governor. In rein¬ 
troducing the bill this year, its authors 
already addressed several key con¬ 
cerns Davis had raised for vetoing the 
legislation, such as increasing the 
penalties for improperly disposing of 
dirty needles. 

“We have no indication from the 
governor of what he might do,” said 
Dana Van Gorder, the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation’s director of local 
and state affairs. “There have been 
conversations with his staff over the 
last few months about the bill. We of¬ 
fered to consider any amendments he 
might want to the bill to make it eas¬ 
ier for him to sign it. There was not a 
request for any amendments, and we 
don’t know what to take that to 
mean.” 

Groups in support of the measure 
are waging an intense letter writing 
campaign encouraging Davis to sign 
the bill. In an e-mail to members of 
the Lambda Letters Project, Boyce 
Hinman wrote that the organization 
needs to maximize the positive mail 
being sent to the governor, warning it 
is not inconceivable that Davis once 
again plans to veto the needle ex¬ 
change bill. 

“So we need to absolutely flood his 
office with e-mails supporting SB774.

Terrorist alert could spell 
trouble for transgenders

A small news item that had previously 
floated below the radar was all the buzz 
among transgender and other LGBT-re- 
lated groups last week: The Department of 
Homeland Security had reportedly issued a 
press release to American security personnel 
that male terrorists may try to disguise them¬ 
selves in women’s clothing. 

For transgenders, transsexuals, and cross¬ 
dressers who were born male but prefer to 
present in female identities, such an alert 
caused alarm; many male-to-female trans¬ 
genders do not easily “pass” as women, and 
others, such as crossdressers and gen- 
derqueers, have little desire to occupy a full¬ 
time passable female identity. 

Considering the nature of the alert, and 
the diversity of the community, advocates 
from the National Transgender Advocacy 
Coalition felt compelled to issue a warning 
to all gender variant people who choose to 
travel and/or frequent areas where their ap¬ 
pearance may be seen as “suspicious.” 

NTAC’s cautionary alert was not meant to 
induce panic, said NTAC founder and chair 
Vanessa Edwards Foster, but to provide in¬ 
formation about how to handle such scruti¬ 
ny should it arise. Many transgenders are re¬ 
luctant to discuss their transgender status, 
said Foster, but evasiveness and defensiveness 
could lead to unnecessary questioning and 
even detainment. 

“I think the DHS was simply responding 
to the intelligence they gathered, and re¬ 
sponding appropriately, I might add,” said 
Foster, who first heard the particular warning 
on the news last month but took action when 
she received the DHS statement after it was 
released on September 4. “But how this alert 
will be applied remains unclear, and trans¬ 
gender people should be prepared.” 

The full DHS release appeared under the 


headline, “No Change in Threat Level” and 
was entitled, “Maintaining Awareness Re¬ 
garding Al-Qaeda’s Potential Threats to the 
Homeland.” It was directed to all federal de¬ 
partments and agen¬ 
cies, homeland secu¬ 
rity advisers, first re¬ 
sponders, and infor¬ 
mation sharing and 
analysis centers. 

The actual gen¬ 
der-specific wording 
of the DHS alert was 
brief, and appeared 
alongside other fac¬ 
tors to consider when 
determining terrorist 
threats. 

“Terrorists will 
employ novel meth¬ 
ods to artfully conceal 
suicide devices. Male 
bombers may dress as 
females in order to 
discourage scrutiny,” 
the DHS release stat¬ 
ed, then added that 
bombs may also be 
disguised in shoes, as 
demonstrated by ter¬ 
rorist suspect Richard 
Reid whose efforts 
were thwarted during 
a transcontinental 
flight in 2001. Reid 
later pleaded guilty to 
several charges and 
was sentenced to life 
in prison.

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Gay travel show 
gives SF a star turn

jj n QGoes , a gay reality travel 
* show based in San Francisco, 
1 the dreams of gay boys and 
girls do come true. 

Well, dreams of seeing the 
country’s gay mecca for a week¬ 
end, that is. 

In what the show’s producers 
describe as MTV’s Real World 
meets queer travelogue, lucky 
winners get to be flown to San 
Francisco, put up in the Hotel Tri¬ 
ton for free and taken around 
town by three locals who play 
host. 

The mixture of sightseeing, 
partying, and video diary entries 
is then spliced together into a half- 
hour program the producers hope 
will air on a gay television channel 
either in Canada or here in the 
U.S. The program held auditions 
in August to select the show’s 
hosts and this past weekend 
brought the first two guests to 
town. 

“Our target audience is inter¬ 
national and domestic gay travel¬ 
ers,” said Roland Joseph Torres, a 
co-producer of the show and 
founder of Red Soap Box Visual 
Media. “No one has produced a 
queer travelogue about San Fran¬ 
cisco.” 

Torres and co-producer 
Sammy Rodriguez decided on 
three people to co-host the show: 
Aleada Minton, aka “daddi,” a 32- 
year-old queer lesbian actor and 
playwright who is African Ameri¬ 
can, Caucasian, and Native Amer¬ 
ican; Isaac Dolido, a 21-year-old 
gay Filipino still in college; and 
Justin Garrett, a 34-year-old gay 
actor who is white. Of the three, 
only Garret has a partner, 
Jonathan Patrizio, of seven years. 

“We are like Neapolitan ice 
cream,” joked Minton. 

The three strangers have been 
sent out on assignments over the 
last two weeks to tape spots and 


become comfortable performing 
in front of the cameras. They vis¬ 
ited the Harvey Milk exhibit at the 
historical society and made ap¬ 
pearances as go-go dancers at Me¬ 
tropolis. 

“It is reality TV meets the Trav¬ 
el Channel with a San Francisco 
producer hehind the camera,” 
Dolido explains in the first 
episode, which cast and crew 
watched for the first time last 
week. 

Torres said he intends to high¬ 
light not just the gay social scene 
but also the political side and his¬ 
torical moments of San Francis¬ 
co’s gay community. 

“The show is not just come to 
San Francisco and party,” he said. 

Torres said he needs to com¬ 
plete the show’s first episode by 
October 1, in order to show it to 
the cable channels. He is current¬ 
ly in negotiations with Canada’s 
Pridevision and the Palm Springs- 
based Triangle Television Net¬ 
work, a fledging LGBT cable chan¬ 
nel that has been trying to get on 
the air for the last eight years, so 
far to no success. 

Both networks have had prob¬ 
lems this year. Pridevision experi¬ 
enced financial problems and 


scaled back its planned expansion 
this fall into the United States. In 
June, TTN and Time Warner an¬ 
nounced the two companies had 
forged a 10-year, multi-city deal to 
begin airing the station, but did 
not disclose which cities or a date 
for its debut. 

According to a message posted 
September 8 on the gay network’s 
Web site, Time Warner has de¬ 
layed its start-up date. While the 
company is pushing for a Decem¬ 
ber 31 launch, it now says the 
soonest it will debut will be after 
January 2004. 

Torres said he is undeterred 
and is moving ahead with QGoes 
despite the fact there is no clear 
date as to when the show may air. 

“Everyone knows the time is 
right for this program,” he said. “It 
just made sense to us to do it.” 

As the show brings more 
guests to town, the producers are 
looking for local businesses to be¬ 
come marketing partners. Along 
with the Triton, the program has 
teamed with San Francisco’s gay- 
owned music company Cellular 
Records, Gus Presents, and the 
promoters of Fresh at Ruby Skye.

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LGBT legislation continues to advance

ust when it looked as though 
California had already had 
the most productive LGBT 
legislative session in history, two 
additional LGBT bills made re¬ 
markable progress within the last 
week, and LGBT people were in¬ 
cluded in two other bills that 
passed through the Legislature. 

“It’s been an amazing year,” 
said Geoff Kors, executive director 
of Equality California, who credit¬ 
ed a variety of factors for the un¬ 
precedented success. “It has to do 
with strategically thinking about 
the legislation we could get 
passed, building a coalition of all 
the groups in our community, and 
having a seat at the table, with the 
new LGBT caucus, and the fact 
that 5 percent of the state Assem¬ 
bly are members of the LGBT 
community.” 

AB1250, by openly gay Assem¬ 
blyman John Laird (D-Santa 
Cruz) was signed by Governor 
Gray Davis on September 11. The 
bill, in an effort to reduce hate 
crimes, allows school districts to 
offer intolerance and hatred pre¬ 
vention training to state teachers. 
It adds the category to the train¬ 
ing permitted under the Instruc¬ 
tional Time and Staff Develop¬ 
ment Reform Program for school 
districts, county offices of educa¬ 
tion, and charter schools that have 
applied for, and received, the ITS- 
DRP grant. 

“There are so many challenges 
facing our youth without the fear 
of violence creating additional 


tension at school,” Davis said of 
his decision to sign the bill. “This 
bill gives each school district, 
county office of education, and 
charter school a way to reduce 
school violence and create a safe 
environment for its students.” 

Additionally, AB17, the state 
version of San Francisco’s land¬ 
mark equal benefits ordinance, 
made it out of the last meeting of 
the Senate Appropriations Com¬ 
mittee and passed through the 
Legislature. Many had speculated 
that the bill, by out lesbian As¬ 
semblywoman Christine Kehoe 
(D-San Diego), would remain 
stalled, but a last-minute push, in¬ 
cluding a call for public action, 
helped to get the bill onto the 
floor. 

Specifically, AB17 prohibits 
state agencies from contracting 
with businesses that discriminate 
in employment benefits. If a con¬ 
tracting company offers health 
benefits to spouses, for instance, it 
must also offer those benefits to 
domestic partners. 

AB17 joins AB205 - the com¬ 
prehensive Domestic Partner 
Rights and Responsibilities Act by 
out lesbian Assemblywoman Jack¬ 
ie Goldberg (D-Los Angeles) - at a 
place on Davis’s desk; the gover¬ 
nor has until October 12 to sign 
both of them. 

Davis has pledged to sign 
AB205, which expands the rights 
and responsibilities provided to 
registered domestic partners to in¬ 
clude nearly all the state legal 
rights, duties, benefits, and re¬ 
sponsibilities that are available to 
married couples. Kors said Davis

may sign AB205 within the week. 

Although Davis has not yet in¬ 
dicated his position on AB17, 
there is a general sense of opti¬ 
mism that he will sign it. 

“I think it’s within his philoso¬ 
phy that government should lead 
by example” said Kors, who added 
that state contractors enjoy a priv¬ 
ilege, not a fight, which makes 
AB17 not a mandate but a condi¬ 
tion of a contract. 

In addition to LGBT specific 
bills, advocates were able to lobby 
for LGBT inclusion in the final 
draft of SB2, the Health Insurance 
Act of 2003 by state Senator John 
Burton (D-San Francisco), as well 
as SB578, by state Senator Richard 
Alarcon (D-Sun Valley). 

SB2 requires that companies

with more than 200 employees 
offer health coverage to depen¬ 
dents, which now includes do¬ 
mestic partners. SB578 prohibits 
state contractors from doing busi¬ 
ness with sweatshops and also re¬ 
quires contractors to have 
nondiscrimination policies, 
which now includes “gender iden¬ 
tity” among its nondiscrimina¬ 
tion protections. Both bills passed 
the Legislature and are awaiting 
action by Davis. 

Earlier this session, Davis 
signed AB 196, openly gay Assem¬ 
blyman Mark Leno’s (D-San 
Francisco) historic gender nondis¬ 
crimination bill, which prohibits 
discrimination in employment 
and housing on the basis of gen¬ 
der stereotypes. And on Septem¬ 
ber 8, Davis signed AB458, by As¬ 
semblywoman Judy Chu (D- 
Monterey Park), which prohibits 
discrimination and harassment 
against foster children and care¬ 
givers on the basis of actual or 
perceived race, ethnicity, ancestry, 
national origin, color, religion, 


sex, sexual orientation, gender 
identity, mental or physical dis¬ 
ability, or HIV status. 

Other LGBT related bills that 
await Davis’s signature include 
AB879, by Assemblyman Paul Ko- 
retz (D-West Hollywood), which 
requires the Office of AIDS to 
convene a task force to develop 
guidelines for the use of post-ex¬ 
posure prophylaxis in the general 
population; Laird’s AB1082, 
which allows the Public Employ¬ 
ees’ Retirement System (CalPERS) 
to recognize local agency defini¬ 
tions of “domestic partner” when 
providing health benefits; SB71, 
by out lesbian state Senator Sheila 
Kuehl (D-Santa Monica), which 
provides that school HIV/AIDS 
prevention may not promote bias 
against any person on the basis of 
any category protected in the Ed¬ 
ucation Code; and SB85, by Sena¬ 
tor Tom Torlakson (D-Antioch), 
which allows California counties 
to grant death benefits and retire¬ 
ment allowances to spouses or do¬ 
mestic partners. ▼

ant to make sense of how 
the recent and impend¬ 
ing court rulings affect 
voter registration and absentee 
balloting for the recall? Join the 
club. At press time, not even state 
officials were clear on the implica¬ 
tions of a delayed recall election, 
but the Bay Area Reporter has col¬ 
lected available information to 
help ensure that voters get to the 
polls - whenever that may be. 

Register by Monday 

Because the recent decision to 
delay the recall likely will soon be 
heard by a full panel of the Ninth 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals, it is 
unclear whether the special elec¬ 
tion will take place on October 7; 
however, elections departments 
statewide are behaving as if it will. 

San Francisco Elections Direc¬ 
tor John Arntz told the B.A.R. on 
Monday, September 15 that as far 
as he’s concerned, the recall is on 
for now. 

“In the ruling today [Monday], 


the court actually imposed a 
seven-day stay on its ruling so 
there is no effect on registration at 
this point,” Arntz said. 

He added that as far as elec¬ 
tions officials are concerned, the 
recall is planned for October 7 
“unless a full panel of the Ninth 
Circuit or the U.S. Supreme Court 
deems otherwise.” 

“There’s still a lot up in the air 
but as far as deadlines are con¬ 
cerned, everything stays the same,” 
said Arntz, which means new vot¬ 
ers - as well voters who have re¬ 
cently moved or plan to move 
soon - need to register by this 
Monday, September 22. Voter reg¬ 
istration forms must be complet¬ 
ed, signed, and mailed by this date. 

To be eligible to register to 
vote, a person must be a U.S. citi¬ 
zen, at least 18 years of age by Oc¬ 
tober 7, and not in prison or on 
parole for the conviction of a 
felony. 

Voter registration forms 
should be available at various 
public locations, including city 
halls, post offices, and libraries. 
Forms are also available online at 


www.myvotecounts.org, to be 
downloaded and filled out. Once 
completed, forms can be dropped 
off at elections offices; in Alame¬ 
da County, the location is in the 
basement of the courthouse at 
1225 Fallon Street in Oakland, 
and in San Francisco, the location 
is the basement of City Hall. 
Forms can also be mailed in; a 
postmark by September 22 is con¬ 
sidered valid. 

Sept. 30 deadline 

Any registered voter may vote 
by absentee ballot. 

An application for absentee 
voting can be found on the sample 
ballot mailed to each voter, or in¬ 
terested absentee voters can apply 
in writing to their county elections 
officials. The application or letter 
must contain 1) the voter’s name 
and residence address as stated on 
the voter registration card; 2) the 
address to which the absentee bal¬ 
lot should be sent (if different than 
the registered address); 3) the 
name and date of the election in 
which the voter would like to vote

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Flu shots to benefit AIDS, 
breast cancer nonprofits

he Centers for Disease Con- 
M trol and Prevention has stat¬ 
ed that many individuals 
with weakened immune systems - 
including the elderly, and those 
with heart or lung disease, dia¬ 
betes, or HIV/AIDS - may benefit 
from an annual flu vaccination. 
Healthcare workers and others 
who are in close contact with those 
at high risk should also be vacci¬ 
nated, according to the CDC. 

Although people should check 
with their doctors before getting a 
flu shot, those who have been 
given the go-ahead, as well as 


those who usually opt for the vac¬ 
cination, should consider receiv¬ 
ing their inoculations at Cliff’s Va¬ 
riety store on Saturday, September 
27, Wednesday, October 8, or Sat¬ 
urday, November 8. 

On these dates, from noon 
until 3 p.m., Test-Med Health Ser¬ 
vices - one of the oldest and 
largest providers of flu vaccina¬ 
tions - will provide public vacci¬ 
nations for the usual fee of $20. Yet 
in a new collaboration with local 
community agencies, Test-Med 
will donate $2 from every shot to 
the AIDS Emergency Fund and 
Breast Cancer Emergency Fund, 
two charities that provide financial 
assistance to people living with 


disabling illnesses. 

“As long as people are going to 
be vaccinated, it’s great that they 
can do it and give to a good cause 
at the same time,” said Phil Siegel, 
AEF board member. 

Other dates for the charitable 
vaccinations, to be held at the 
LGBT Community Center, will be 
announced for the fall. 

Companies, civic organiza¬ 
tions, and other large groups are 
also encouraged to take advantage 
of Test-Med’s offer to help AEF 
and BCEF; any organization or 
group that does vaccinations can 
call (415) 693-0493 to ensure that 
their flu shots benefit important 
community charities. ▼

absentee; and 4) the date and the 
voter’s signature. 

Once processed, an absentee 
ballot will be sent to the voter. 
After voting, the ballot should be 
inserted in the envelope provided 
and mailed. It can also be re¬ 
turned in person, or dropped off 
by an authorized legally allowable 
third party to a polling place or 
elections office by election day. 

One important thing to note 
for LGBT voters; although the law 
allows any person residing in your 
household to return an absentee 
ballot on your behalf (such as 
your domestic partner), the cur¬ 
rent sample ballot envelopes may 
neglect to mention that people 
other than relatives may do so. (A 
ballot envelope for Alameda 


County voters did not explicitly 
state that any person in the house¬ 
hold may return the ballot.) 

Returned absentee ballots 
must be received by the county 
elections office by the time polls 
close at 8 p.m. on election day. 

The deadline to request an ab¬ 
sentee ballot is Tuesday, Septem¬ 
ber 30.

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A crowded field 


T he list of Democrats challenging 
President Bush for the 2004 election 
got a little longer yesterday, when re¬ 
tired General Wesley Clark ended months 
of speculation and announced he was seek¬ 
ing the nomination. Clark, a former NATO 
supreme commander, Rhodes scholar, and 
combat veteran who served in Vietnam, has 
the potential to challenge Bush on national 
security - an area in which Democrats have 
repeatedly been painted as weak by Repub¬ 
licans. 

There are now 10 candidates in the De¬ 
mocratic race to become the party’s nomi¬ 
nee next year. Clark likely will receive a 
burst of buzz, but whether his campaign 
catches on is another matter. He is entering 
the race late, has never held elected office, 
and has not, by most accounts, taken posi¬ 
tions on various domestic issues. He op¬ 
posed the war in Iraq, and is viewed as a 
pro-gay moderate by many gay rights ad¬ 
vocates. 

As a military man, perhaps what’s most 
intriguing to us about a Clark campaign is 
that he has expressed the need for a review 
of the Pentagon’s “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” 
policy that prohibits gays and lesbians from 
serving openly in the military. He told 
NBC’s Tim Russert that the policy “ab¬ 
solutely” should be changed, and pointed 
out something we’ve always known, “Essen¬ 
tially, we’ve got a lot of gay people in the 
armed forces, we always have had, always 
will.” He went on to state that people who 
want to serve should be welcomed. It would 
take an act of Congress, however, to repeal 
DADT, something Clark has not pointed 
out, and, somewhat disturbingly, later state¬ 
ments made by him on various news pro¬ 
grams have backtracked a bit from the an¬ 
swer he gave Russert on Meet the Press in 
June. 

Nonetheless, Clark has issued a number 
of statements that put him in line with his 


fellow Democratic challengers. He opposes 
the Federal Marriage Amendment, and has 
expressed support for the U.S. 
Supreme Court’s Lawrence v. Texas 
ruling that overturned sodomy 
laws. Unlike President Bush, , 

Clark does not believe gays are 
“sinners,” as the president said in 
July. 

The current campaign for the 2004 
presidential election, while starting ear¬ 
lier than ever, offers gays the 
unprecedented opportunity to 
push candidates on the issues 
that matter to us. While we saw 
the beginning of this in the 2000 election, it 
seems safe to say that gay issues have arrived 
in terms of being discussed on the campaign 


trail. Part of that, of course, is due to the 
surging of new front-runner Howard Dean, 
who as Vermont governor signed the his¬ 
toric civil union legislation in his state 
a few years ago. While most of the 
Democratic candidates do not sup¬ 
port gay marriage, the majority sup¬ 
port domestic partnerships and other 
issues important to the community. 
Only Florida Senator Bob Graham, 
who’s way behind in both polls and 
fundraising, has not expressed 
unqualified support for do¬ 
mestic partnership. 

While we wait for a final 
determination by the courts over the status 
of the California recall, we’ll be watching 
Clark as he makes his political debut. ▼ 




The marriage quagmire

T he issue of gay marriages is exploding 
on the federal and state levels with 
some politicians calling for a constitu¬ 
tional amendment to define marriage as “be¬ 
tween a man and a woman.” These politi¬ 
cians are correct about one thing: The insti¬ 
tution of marriage is in jeopardy. But it’s the 
politicians themselves constituting the threat. 

The power of government over marriage 
has swollen in the past few decades. Tradi¬ 
tionally, politicians have used various meth¬ 
ods to control marriage, including: 

• They define what constitutes a marriage 
and criminalize or refuse to recognize other 
unions. For example, in 1967, 16 states still 
had laws against interracial marriage. 

• They usurp rights and make their exer¬ 
cise dependent upon marital status. For ex¬ 
ample, it can be difficult for gays to assert 
inheritance rights even when a committed 
common law union - a clearly implied con¬ 
tract - is present. 

• They offer entitlements, such as welfare 
benefits, based on marital status. For exam¬ 
ple, the Personal Responsibility, Work and 
Family Promotion Act of 2002 strengthened 
the emphasis that the Welfare Reform Act of 
1996 had placed upon the promotion of 
marriage in state welfare programs. Gov¬ 
ernment funding is government control. 

The current battle over marriage can be 
dated back to the Defense of Marriage Act 
of 1996, which was widely considered to be 
an antigay measure. The act federally de¬ 
fines marriage as a heterosexual institution 
thus negating federal entitlements, such as 
veteran’s benefits, to homosexual partners. 
It also allows states to reject recognition of 
same-sex marriages that might be sanc¬ 
tioned by the laws of another state. 

Nevertheless, authority to recognize 
same-sex marriage still resides on the state 
level and some states have pushed toward 
legalization. The Supreme Judicial Court of 
Massachusetts is now considering Goodridge 
v. Department of Public Health , a case in 
which gays have sued to secure legal mar¬ 


riage as a right. (This is different from Ver¬ 
mont, which recently secured the somewhat 
more limited civil unions.) 

Journalist David Mattson explained the 
possible significance of Goodridge. If it suc¬ 
ceeds, other states might “be required to pro¬ 
vide legal recognition of these same-sex 
marriages under the full faith and credit 
clause of the Constitution...” If unsuccessful 
and appealed, the U.S. Supreme Court could 
“decide that the states must recognize these 
marriages, in essence changing the Massa¬ 
chusetts Constitution and forcing same-sex 
marriage on all the states.” 

There is reason to believe that the 
Supreme Court would rule in favor 
of Goodridge and same-sex mar¬ 
riage. On June 26, in a ruling on 
Lawrence v. Texas , the Supreme 
Court struck down the Texas 
sodomy laws that effectively 
banned gay sex. Supreme 
Court Justice Antonin 
Scalia expressed his dis¬ 
sent and called the deci¬ 
sion an invitation to “gay marriage,” pre¬ 
sumably because it extended due-process 
provisions of the 14th Amendment to cover 
sexual preference. 

Thus, advocates of traditional marriage 
have sharpened their calls for an amend¬ 
ment that could end all debate over the con¬ 
stitutionality of gay marriage by embedding 
a heterosexual definition into the Constitu¬ 
tion itself. 

As for the opposition to an amendment 
from the gay rights community, it is not 
clear whether advocates of same-sex mar¬ 
riage are pursuing rights or entitlements. 

The Supreme Court’s ruling on Lawrence 
gave the gay community a rights victory by 
throwing the government out of their bed¬ 
rooms. Yet some gay advocates are beckon¬ 
ing government right back in by asking for 
a state stamp of approval on their relation¬ 
ships. They want gay marriages legally sanc¬ 
tioned on the same level as heterosexual 
ones, thus allowing gays and their spouses 
to access massive entitlements on both the 
state and federal level, including eligibility 


for public assistance benefits. 

The Gay & Lesbian Advocates & Defend¬ 
ers - a powerful gay rights organization - 
made this goal clear in a release concerning 
Goodridge. In response to the question, 
“Why not the civil union solution adopted 
by Vermont?” GLAD responded: 

“Civil unions are a good first step, but 
they don’t go far enough.... Gay and lesbian 
couples want and need what everyone else 
has - the right to receive the full protections 
bestowed by the state and federal govern¬ 
ment that come through marriage.” A main 
difference between a marriage and a civil 
union is that the former has an automatic 
claim on various federal entitlements. 

Advocates of gay marriage do 
not seem to be rebelling against 
state control; they want to be 
subsumed by it. 

The current debate over gay 
marriage is a power play 
at the highest levels of 
government and the judi¬ 
ciary to control what 
should be the most personal matter between 
human beings: marriage. 

To save its soul, marriage needs to be re¬ 
moved from power politics and privatized. 

What constitutes a marriage should be 
determined by contract between the con¬ 
senting adults involved, not by government. 
Politicians should be stripped of the power 
to dictate which consenting adults may 
marry or the terms of those marriages. The 
only proper concern of law should be to en¬ 
force the contract and to arbitrate any 
breach that occurs. 

In performing this function, it should 
give no more weight to the sexual preference 
of those involved than it gives to their skin 
color - that is, none at all. The only “entitle¬ 
ment” that should accompany marriage is 
the enforcement of the terms of that con¬ 
tract. ▼

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Self-serving lawsuits? 

I have been an openly gay disabled access activist 
for many years and am disappointed that lawsuits 
against small businesses are being used as an apparent 
“shakedown” against queer businesses in the Castro 
[“Wave of disability lawsuits hits Castro,” September 

U]. 

The use of ADA in the litigant’s organization name 
is an obvious attempt to trade on the Americans with 
Disabilities Act and the civil rights connected with it. 
The buildings cited in his suits all predate ADA and 
need not be made accessible unless a substantial re¬ 
modeling is also planned. The rents are cheap because 
of the limited access. It sounds like one business tried 
to provide reasonable accommodation, but that is not 
good enough for the plaintiff. George Louie’s litiga¬ 
tion activities give the impression of a small business 
home-based ambulance chaser looking for a way to 
file a lawsuit. Who needs seven vehicles with GPS? We 
have street addresses. 

These kinds of suits serve only to benefit the liti¬ 
gants while alienating the business community from 
persons with disabilities. 

The Castro needs improved access in the minds of 
other queers who look upon those of us with disabil¬ 
ities as a world apart. 

I am currently organizing physically disabled 
queers (SFPDQ@aol.com) as a way to improve phys¬ 
ical access and inclusiveness. I hope that our group 
can produce results through education, not 
self-serving lawsuits.

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Transgenderism, 
not terrorism

II o less an entity than the re- 
' cently formed United States 
I 1 Department of Homeland 
Security has decided that law en¬ 
forcement needs to keep a strict 
eye out for “males dressed as fe¬ 
males.” It is one of the clearer ex¬ 
amples of how transgenderism 
and gender variance is equated 
with deception. 

The paragraph in question - 
pulled from DHS’s #238 press re¬ 
lease - seems innocuous enough. 
“Previous attacks underscore al- 
Qaeda’s ability to employ suicide 
bombers - a tactic which can be 
used against soft targets and VIPs. 
Terrorists will employ novel 
methods to artfully conceal sui¬ 
cide devices. Male bombers may 
dress as females in order to dis¬ 
courage scrutiny.” 

In fact, I think the most no¬ 
table thing is what it doesn’t say. 

It makes no attempt to say 
that a terrorist would not 
wear, say, the garments of a 
cleric in an attempt to “dis¬ 
courage scrutiny.” It 
makes no attempt what¬ 
soever to provide any 
other example 
than that of a 
man dressing as 
a woman in 
order to evade suspicion. 

This concerns me even more as 
new screening devises, such as the 
Rapiscan Secure 1000, start mak¬ 
ing their way into more airports. 
This particular device creates a 
real-time X-ray image of a person 
- one that only penetrates as deep 
as the skin, providing a perfectly 
nude image of anyone being 
checked by this machine. 

This is already invasive if one is 
transgender: breast forms, packers, 
bindings, and the best tucks in the 
world will be revealed to any au¬ 
thorized personnel standing be¬ 
hind the machine. Add to this the 
concerns raised by the DHS, and a 
transperson could find themselves 
facing a very difficult situation. Es¬ 
pecially with fresh allegations of 
the abuse of the Patriot Act in 
cases not involving terrorism. 

Of course, the DHS release 
doesn’t only speak of airports, but 
suggests that other “soft targets” 
could be at risk. Its list includes 
restaurants, gas stations, hotels, 
apartment complexes, and shop¬ 
ping malls. Places that all people - 
including transgender people - 
are likely to utilize. 

In short: this warning could 
have big consequences to anyone 
who is perceived as “crossdress¬ 
ing.” It won’t matter so much how 
good one looks, or what one self 
identifies as: any transperson is a 


potential target for scrutiny. 

This is not the first time we’ve 
been through this. In the era of 
Stonewall, laws against crossdress¬ 
ing were common. Indeed, the 
most recent case of such archaic 
laws being struck down was in San 
Diego, just a handful of years 
ago. It would not surprise 
me if there are locales in 
the United States where 
such laws are still on the 
books. 

As best I can tell, most 
of these had a 
basis in morali¬ 
ty issues, 
whether it was 
supposedly to prevent homosexu¬ 
al prostitution, or was just simply 
because appearing in another gen¬ 
der’s attire was just deemed “un¬ 
natural.” Many of them required 
that a person, if so dressed, had to 
be wearing three items of their 
birth gender’s clothing. Some 
were more stringent, with some 
biological females having to get 
special licenses in order to wear 
pants in public! 

For one of the more dramatic 
examples of anti-crossdressing 
laws, one has to go back to Joan of 
Arc, who was put to death for ap¬ 
pearing in masculine attire; a fact 
that seems to have been lost in 
more than a few of the modern 
retellings of this story, but I di¬ 
gress. I don’t want to compare a 
DHS press release with being 
burned at the stake. 

As with much of western law, 
prohibitions against transgender 
behavior can be traced back to the 
Christian Bible, specifically to 
Deuteronomy 22:5. This passage 
indicates that appearing in gar¬ 
ments of a gender opposite of 
your birth gender is an “abomina¬ 
tion.” 

Many biblical scholars feel this 
refers to some contemporary non- 
Christian sects use of crossdress¬ 
ing priestesses, such as the gallae, 
while others suggest that the pro¬ 
scription was to prevent women 


from crossdressing in order to 
sneak into the all-male temples. 

It would seem that these con¬ 
cerns about people appearing in a 
cross-gendered fashion lies at the 
heart of most such laws. Indeed, 
the DHS press release relies on this. 

I’ve never been sure where this 
assumption of deception comes 
from. While there are examples on 
record of just such actions, is it 
truly common enough to warrant 
as much concern that has been 
given to it? 

Popular culture is rife with 
films and television shows - both 
comedies and dramas - that use 
cross-gendered presentations as 
part of duplicity. In recent years, 
there have been scores of big- 
screen pictures that present trans¬ 
gender behaviors in such a light. 

The same can be seen in the 
talk shows, with the longtime an¬ 
tics of The Jerry Springer Show 
being a prime example of trans¬ 
gender people being shown as de¬ 
ceivers. Though I assure you, I am 
expecting a new reality show to 
challenge Springer any day now: 
Joe Transsexual, anyone? 

The news media is not im¬ 
mune either, with tales of cross- 
dressed bank robbers and the like 
garnering greater-than-average 
press coverage. For that matter, in 
cases where a transgender person 
may be on trial for a crime, the 
issue of their transgender status 
often becomes the focus of the 
trial regardless of it having a rele¬ 
vance to the case. 

As I said before, I know that 
there are plenty of examples of de¬ 
ception taking a cross-gender 
edge. I just don’t see it as being the 
problem that some might have 
you believe. Specifically, I think 
this DHS release may do more 
harm to transgender and gender 
variant people than any potential 
good it may do in thwarting ter¬ 
rorism on United States soil. 

After all, I shouldn’t have to 
prove that I am not a threat to na¬ 
tional security. ▼

National Democrats 
rally around Gov. Davis

tarting with an appearance 
Sunday before a packed Los 
Angeles African American 
church and later at an appearance 
in a largely Latino neighborhood, 
former President Bill Clinton of¬ 
fered up an impassioned plea to 
Californians to vote no on the re¬ 
call of Governor Gray Davis dur¬ 
ing a two-day visit to the state this 
week. 

As Clinton appeared with 
Davis at his side, and later with 
both Davis and Lieutenant Gover¬ 
nor Cruz Bustamante in stops 
around the state, it became clear 
that Clinton’s highly-touted visit 
to California is part of an effort to 
stress to voters the national stakes 
Democrats see in this upcoming 
recall election. 

Other prominent Democrats 
are quickly lining up behind Davis 
to oppose the recall, which has 
begun to lose some steam in re¬ 
cent public opinion polls, and was 
delayed Monday by a three-judge 
panel of the 9th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals, though that decision is 
expected to be appealed. Clinton’s 
appearance, particularly in voter- 
rich Southern California, was 
clearly designed to energize com¬ 
mitted Democrats at the party’s 
core in the state and his presence 
highlighted the importance his 
party sees in the dump Davis ef¬ 
fort organized by conservative Re¬ 
publicans. 

Former Vice President Al 
Gore, civil rights leader the Rev¬ 
erend Jesse Jackson, and at least 
two presidential contenders - 
Senators John Kerry (Massachu¬ 
setts) and Bob Graham (Florida) 
- were also slated to appear this 
week to campaign for Davis. 

Arguing that the GOP-imposed 
recall move against Davis is “un¬ 
just, unfair, reckless, and a power 
grab by Republicans” that is part of 
a national effort, and warning that 
California faces dire consequences 
if the recall succeeds, Clinton’s 
show of support in a state where he 
remains incredibly popular came 
after recent polls showed Davis 
gaining some ground in his fight to 
defeat the recall. 

The Davis effort also received a 
boost over the weekend when 
Bustamante, the leading Democ¬ 
rat seeking to replace him, ap¬ 
peared publicly with him and as¬ 
sured Democratic state conven¬ 
tion delegates that his first priori¬ 
ty is to defeat the recall, not to re¬ 
place Davis. 

Meanwhile, those state De¬ 
mocrats attending the Los Ange¬ 
les meeting last weekend also ral¬ 
lied behind the no on the recall, 
yes on Bustamante strategy, while 
California Republicans, also gath¬ 
ering in Los Angeles, came away 
from their convention with two 
candidates seeking to replace the 
governor in the event he is re¬ 
called. The state GOP convention 
delegates were clearly divided be¬ 
tween support for actor Arnold 
Schwarzenegger and conserva¬ 
tive state Senator Tom McClin- 
tock (Thousand Oaks). 

As the latest Los Angeles Times 
poll finds that California voters 
are almost evenly divided on 
whether to recall Davis, Clinton 
was clearly attempting to link the 
recall effort to a broader pattern of 
Republican behavior, citing his 
own impeachment, the 2000 
“stolen” presidential election, and 


recent Republican attempts to pull 
off an unusual mid-decade reap¬ 
portionment of congressional 
seats in Texas and Colorado. 

Political analysts said this week 
that Clinton’s appearance in Cali¬ 
fornia and his strongly partisan 
message could resonate with De¬ 
mocrats who have become in¬ 
creasingly emboldened in their ef¬ 
forts to take on Republican poli¬ 
cies and tactics, especially when 
the popularity of President 
George W. Bush is falling. 

Though there was reportedly 
“tons” of pressure at the GOP 
convention - some subtle and 
some not so subtle - on McClin- 
tock to step aside in favor of the 
actor-turned-politician, 
McClintock and his 
backers were having no 
part of it. Indeed, Mc¬ 
Clintock, the true con¬ 
servative in the Re¬ 
publican field of re¬ 
placement candidates, 
assured sup¬ 
porters that he 
is the race “all 
the way to the ” 

end,” pointing out that it is he, not 
Schwarzenegger, who is the “true 
Republican” in the contest. Mc¬ 
Clintock drew loud cheers from 
GOP delegates as he declared 
“great parties are built on great 
principles - this is not a time to 
change our principles, this is a 
time to showcase them.” 

In a television interview Sun¬ 
day with San Francisco Chronicle 
columnist and KRON-TV person¬ 
ality Phil Matier, McClintock 
blasted Schwarzenegger by saying 
“if the Schwarzenegger campaign 
spent a tenth of the time studying 
the issues as they’ve spent trying to 
muscle me out of the race, they’d 
be in much better shape today.” 
McClintock continued: “The mo¬ 
mentum has been entirely with my 
campaign from the first day of this 
race and Arnold has been stuck in 
the mid-to-low 20s in every poll. 
He’s not going anywhere. If that 
momentum continues in the next 
couple of weeks, what is now a 
three-person race will easily be¬ 
come a two-person race - between 
me and Cruz Bustamante.” 

McClintock does not sound 
like anyone intending - at least 
not for the moment - to step aside 
in favor of an actor who suddenly 
wants to become governor, or as 
the Reverend Al Sharpton says of 
Arnold: “Schwarzenegger - he’s 
only Pete Wilson with muscles.” 

Two weeks ago I would have 
probably bet money that Davis 
was political toast; now, like many 
others, I’m not so sure. Are you 
still undecided on what to do on 
October 7? Let me offer this: Vote 
no on the recall, yes on Busta¬ 
mante.

More on the recall (will it or 
will it not still be on October 7?): 
Some gay groups have called on 
Arnold Schwarzenegger to apolo¬ 
gize for his use of “fag” - which 
they say is demeaning - in a 1977 
Oui magazine interview, and a 
women’s group called Code Pink 
has begun picketing some 
Schwarzenegger events to protest 
what it terms his “outrageous” 
comments about women and his 
conduct toward them. But, lo, and 
behold, the Schwarzenegger cam¬ 
paign has suddenly come up with 
an old Schwarzenegger girlfriend, 
one Barbara Baker, who says she 
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dated the bodybuilder 27 years ago 
and had her heart “broken” by his 
refusal to marry her (lucky for you, 
Maria), but now Baker is trying to 
reassure California voters that 
those Pumping Iron-era. stories 
portraying Schwarzenegger as an 
orgy-loving party boy are really 
overblown. Interesting that Baker’s 
comments are now coming out at a 
time when not only are 
Schwarzenegger’s political handlers 
seeking to blunt criticism of his 
past, but it seems that Baker - after 
27 years - is now ready to publish 
Surviving Arnold , her memoir 
about their relationship. What the 
hell, everyone’s gotta make a buck, 
but you’ve got to wonder 
just how much influ¬ 
ence the Schwarzeneg¬ 
ger campaign has on 
what shows up in the 
upcoming Baker 
“memoir.” 

It might be too late 
to help him (if he does¬ 
n’t win either 
Iowa or New 
Hampshire) 
but U.S. Sena¬ 
tor John Kerry (D-Massachu- 
setts) picked up an important 
boost Tuesday when he was en¬ 
dorsed by Senator Dianne Fein- 
stein (D-California) for president 
in the upcoming March California 
Democratic primary. 

And then there were 10: Re¬ 
tired General Wesley Clark made 
it official Wednesday - he’s run¬ 
ning for president. Clark, former 
supreme commander of NATO, is 
expected to shake up the already 
crowded Democratic field. 

Those close to Oakland Mayor 
Jerry Brown, once a two-term 
governor of California, tell me the 
East Bay mayor has definitely de¬ 
cided to seek the post of state at¬ 
torney general when Bill Locky- 
er becomes termed out in 2006. 
First, however, he needs to get a 
handle on the skyrocketing homi¬ 
cide rate in Oakland. As of Mon¬ 
day, this year’s murder rate in 
Oakland hit 93, more than the 80 
recorded homicides at this time 
last year. At a weekend news con¬ 
ference in City Hall, protesters fed 
up with the killings were seen on 
television chanting “Recall.” 

Mike DeNunzio, Harold 
Hoogasian, Don Casper, and Elsa 
Cheung are among a group of 
supporters holding a fundraiser- 
reception for mayoral candidate 
Tony Ribera on October 3, 6-8 
p.m., at the Spanish Cultural Cen¬ 
ter, 2850 Alemany Boulevard ($50 
minimum donation asked; 415- 
826-0867 for info). I wouldn’t bet 
on Ribera becoming the city’s next 
mayor, but he’s a hell of a good guy.

Is there a difference between 
same-sex marriage and domestic 
partnerships? Hardline right-wing 
Republicans don’t think so, and 
next page ►

I t’s time to start marshaling our 
arguments against the Federal 
Marriage Amendment. The 
FMA, which has now been intro¬ 
duced in the House of Represen¬ 
tatives, would define marriage in 
the United States as the union of 
one man and one woman. It 
would henceforth ban gay mar¬ 
riages (and other forms of legal 
recognition of gay couples) 
throughout the country - 
at least until the 
amendment could be 
repealed, something that has 
happened only once in more 
than two centuries of 
constitutional histo¬ 
ry. Passage of the 
FMA would set back 
the cause of gay marriage for per¬ 
haps 25-50 years, possibly for the 
lifetime of most people reading 
this column. 

The theory of the FMA seems 
to be that the states must be saved 
from themselves, from their own 
legislatures, from their own 
courts, and from their own peo¬ 
ple, lest they formally recognize 
gay relationships. Whatever one 
thinks of same-sex marriage as a 
matter of policy, no person who 
cares about our Constitution 
should support this amendment. 
It is unnecessary, contrary to the 
structure of our federal system, 
anti-democratic in a peculiar way, 
and a form of overkill. 

The central argument against 
the FMA is that allowing gay mar¬ 
riage would be a good thing, for 
gays and society. But here are four 
arguments against the FMA that 
even an opponent of gay marriage 
should be able to accept: 

• First, a constitutional amend¬ 
ment is unnecessary. It is a solu¬ 
tion in search of a problem. No 
state in the union has yet recog¬ 
nized same-sex marriages. Even if 
and when a state court approved 
same-sex marriage in its own ju¬ 
risdiction, that can and should be 
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a matter for a state to resolve in¬ 
ternally, through its own govern¬ 
mental processes, as in fact the 
states have been doing. 

Supporters of the FMA argue 
that the Constitution’s full faith 
and credit clause might be used to 
impose gay marriage on the coun¬ 
try. That clause requires each state 
to give “full faith and credit” to the 
“public acts, records and judicial 
proceedings” of other states. But 
this clause has never been in¬ 
terpreted to mean that 
every state must recog¬ 
nize every marriage per¬ 
formed in every other 
state. Each state may refuse 
to recognize a marriage per¬ 
formed in another 
state if that marriage 
would violate the 
state’s public policy. 
Thirty-seven states have already 
declared it is their public policy 
not to recognize same-sex mar¬ 
riages. 

It is also unlikely the Supreme 
Court or the federal appellate 
courts, for the foreseeable future, 
would declare a constitutional 
right to same-sex marriage. 
Lawrence v. Texas , the recent 
sodomy decision, does not change 
this. Lawrence involved the most 
private of acts (sexual conduct) in 
the most private of places (the 
home); by contrast, marriage is a 
public institution freighted with 
public meaning and significance. 
If I gave my first year constitu¬ 
tional law students an exam ques¬ 
tion asking them to distinguish 
Lawrence from a decision favoring 
same-sex marriage, I am very con¬ 
fident they could do so. 

Moreover, if the court were 
suddenly to order nationwide 
same-sex marriage it would be 
taking on the entire country, 
something it almost never does. 
We should not tamper with the 
Constitution to deal with hypo¬ 
thetical questions as if it were part 
of some national law school class¬ 
room 

• Second, a constitutional 
amendment would be a radical in¬ 
trusion on federalism. States have 
traditionally controlled their own 
family law. The nation’s commit¬ 
ment to this federalism is en¬ 
shrined in our Constitution’s very 
structure. 

But federalism is not valuable 
simply as a tradition. It has a prac¬ 
tical benefit. It allows the states to 
experiment with public policies, 
to determine whether they work. 
That is happening right now. 


States are trying a variety of ap¬ 
proaches to test whether encour¬ 
aging stable same-sex unions is, 
on balance, a good or bad thing. 

Repudiating our history, the 
FMA would prohibit state courts 
or even state legislatures from au¬ 
thorizing same-sex marriages. It 
might even prevent state courts 
from enforcing domestic partner¬ 
ship or civil union laws. 

• Third, the FMA would be pe¬ 
culiarly anti-democratic. Simple 
majority rule is the strong pre¬ 
sumption of democracies. But, as 
conservative legal scholar Bruce 
Fein recently wrote, “that pre¬ 
sumption and its purposes would 
be defeated by the constitutional 
rigidity and finality of a no-same- 
sex-marriage amendment.” 

While all constitutional 
amendments constrain democra¬ 
tic politics, the FMA would mark 
the first time in the nation’s histo¬ 
ry the Constitution was amended 
to limit democratic decisions de¬ 
signed to make the states more in¬ 
clusive and more affirming of in¬ 
dividual rights. The FMA reflects 
a deeply anti-democratic impulse, 
a fundamental distrust of normal 
political processes. 

• Fourth, the FMA is constitu¬ 
tional overkill. It is like hauling 
out a sledgehammer to kill a gnat. 
Even if I have been wrong about 
the imminent likelihood of a 
court-imposed gay marriage rev¬ 
olution, the FMA is not a careful¬ 
ly tailored response to that prob¬ 
lem. A much narrower amend¬ 
ment, dealing only with preserv¬ 
ing state’s control on the issue, 
could be proposed. Even such a 
narrower amendment, however, 
would be unnecessary. 

In sum, the FMA is not a re¬ 
sponse to any problem we cur¬ 
rently have. Never before in the 
history of the country have we 
amended the Constitution in re¬ 
sponse to a threatened or actual 
state court decision. Never before 
have we adopted a constitutional 
amendment to limit the states’ 
ability to control their own family 
law. Never before have we amend¬ 
ed the Constitution to restrict the 
ability of the democratic process 
to expand individual rights. This 
is no time to start. ▼

miliar with such a passage may be 
a good indication that the alert 
will be interpreted differently 
throughout the country. 

“I hadn’t heard of anything like 
that,” Nico Melendez, spokesman 
for the TSA, told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. Melendez at first said the 
alert sounded “bogus” and that “if 
the department put something 
like that out, I’d be very sur¬ 
prised.” 

Melendez then called back to 
say TSA had “little knowledge” of 
such an alert and that DHS should 
be contacted instead. 

A-DHS spokeswoman also was 
not familiar with the particular 
passage, and it took several phone 
calls to be put in touch with a rep¬ 
resentative who could even iden¬ 
tify the press release. 

Without uniformity in apply¬ 
ing security strategies, said Foster, 
everyone perceived as different 
will face unknown circumstances. 
Her instinct, she said, is that the 
DHS intended for the alert to 
apply to those dressed in tradi¬ 
tional Muslim clothing. 

“I’m presuming that security 
officials will take it in the spirit of 
this alert, that is, looking for 
someone specifically who would 
adopt a more expected disguise, if 
you will,” said Foster. 

Of course, acknowledged Fos¬ 
ter, those dressed in traditional 
Muslim clothing are more prone 
to scrutiny regardless of their gen¬ 
der. And in actuality, most of the 
images of the terrorists who 
boarded the planes on September 
11, 2001 showed the men dressed 
in American business clothes. 

DHS officials, once they locat¬ 
ed the release in question, did not 


return calls by press time about 
how they envision the alert to be 
implemented. And DHS intentions 
may not necessarily translate na¬ 
tionwide; this is the same country 
where it was considered permissi¬ 
ble to remove passengers of Mid¬ 
dle Eastern descent from commer¬ 
cial airliners in order to make other 
passengers feel more comfortable. 

Still, scrutiny of transgenders 
at airports is nothing new. The 
B.A.R. was one of the first news 
outlets to report on increased air¬ 
port scrutiny of transgenders, as 
witnessed by a reporter returning 
to California from New York days 
after the September 11 terrorist 
attacks. 

Since then, several agencies 
and publications have continued 
to report on the trend, noting that 
mismatched identification and/or 
misperceptions around transgen¬ 
ders being “deceptive” or “in dis¬ 
guise” probably target members of 
that population as suspicious. 

But now that the unspoken 
trend has been put into words, ad¬ 
vocates worry that gender variant 
individuals will face even greater 
struggles. And with that in mind, 
NTAC has released traveling tips 
for transgenders. 

“Airport screeners and other 
law enforcement agencies will be 
much more vigilant than usual... 
they may be more likely to com¬ 
mit unwitting abuses. At the min¬ 
imum, the transgender communi¬ 
ty should be mindful of the new 
alerts and prepare accordingly 
when traveling this fall, especially 
if flying,” said the NTAC alert, 
which further advised that trans¬ 
genders who are not pursuing 
hormone therapy or a legal 
change of gender would be wise to 
dress in clothing that matches the 
sex on their identification. 

“Crossdressers should seriously 


consider doing any air travel in 
male garb until reaching their des¬ 
tination,” said the NTAC state¬ 
ment. “Even for those who’ve tran¬ 
sitioned, issues may arise if au¬ 
thorities suspect something. When 
traveling, it is advisable to consid¬ 
er bringing your court-ordered 
name (and gender) change papers. 

“In either case, be prepared to 
openly explain the truth about 
your transgender status if stopped 
and questioned by authorities. As 
frightening as this scenario may 
appear, hesitation or evasive an¬ 
swers will only draw more intense 
scrutiny and could possibly lead 
to police holding one temporarily 
for further interrogation,” the 
NTAC statement continued. “Lack 
of cooperation with authorities 
will likely be treated unfavorably 
and unapologetically.” 

Foster again emphasized that 
she is not suggesting a governmen¬ 
tal conspiracy against transgen¬ 
ders, but is instead trying to arm 
transgenders with information in 
the event that they are stopped. 

With that in mind, she said, 
NTAC also wants reports of all in¬ 
cidents involving a transgender 
person who is forthcoming and 
still is verbally or physically 
abused or arrested under ques¬ 
tionable pretense. 

“An increased need for securi¬ 
ty should not give law enforce¬ 
ment a right to make personal 
character judgments and to abuse 
cooperative innocents,” summa¬ 
rized Foster, who advised trans¬ 
genders to live their lives, but trav¬ 
el smartly and safely. T

Halloween parade 
promoters seek entrants

T rying to increase the length 
of and participation in this 
year’s Halloween March of 
Light parade, the producers of the 
annual event launched a recruit¬ 
ment drive this month in hopes of 
attracting more community 
groups to participate. 

More than 200 organizations 
received invites to join the lineup 
of lighted costumed marchers, 
dancing groups, and themed en¬ 
trants. The normal entrance regis¬ 
tration fee will be waived for any 
group that signs up by October 15. 

An added incentive this year: 
KRON-4, the Bay Area’s indepen¬ 
dent television station, is planning 
to cover the parade as part of its 
live Halloween broadcast. The sta¬ 
tion is the official media sponsor 
of this year’s celebration in the 
Castro and will be preparing a 
special evening of programming 
on October 31. 

The march “is a great way to 
express yourself, and gain signifi¬ 
cant exposure for your organiza¬ 
tion. Show off your creativity on 
KRON-TV as they broadcast live 
from the Castro,” wrote Jim Light- 
sey, the producer of the event, in 
his letter to the groups. 

Now in its third year, the 
March of Light is hoping this will 
be the year that the parade finally 
takes off and gives a focal point for 
the city’s Halloween celebrations.

The parade is billed as a celebra¬ 
tion of life and is inspired by the 
nighttime parades of Rio, Berlin, 
and Sydney. 

But from the start, the parade 
has had trouble getting off the 
ground, with opposition original¬ 
ly from Castro merchants, and 
then changes in its route, and flip- 
flopping of the night the parade 
was held. This year, the parade will 
serve as a sort of official kick-off 
for a new community-based effort 
to turn the street party in the Cas¬ 
tro from a drunken free-for-all at¬ 
mosphere into an alcohol-free cel¬ 
ebration with entertainment. 

The March of Light will begin 
with a “Day of the Dead” ceremo¬ 
ny held from 6:30 to 7 p.m. at the 
Eureka Valley Recreation Center 
on Collingwood between 18th 
and 19th streets. 


Afterward, parade participants 
will proceed on 18th to Castro 
Street, turn left, and proceed on 
Castro to Market. The march will 
then turn right on Market and 
head toward the LGBT Communi¬ 
ty Center at Market and Octavia. 

Groups are asked to use electric 
and hybrid-energy vehicles which 
will receive priority placement in 
the parade. Only contingents pow¬ 
ered by electric or renewable ener¬ 
gy, including all lighting for indi¬ 
vidual costumes, will be eligible 
forjudging in the official March of 
Light parade contest.

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Sex club appeals 
to younger crowd

A s the owner of San Francis¬ 
co’s newest sex club, Adrian 
English is tapping into 
what he sees as an under-served 
market: gay guys in their 20s and 
early 30s. 

In advertisements for his club 
333 Linden, named after its street 
address, English noticeably aban¬ 
dons the usual pictures of muscle 
men in their later 30s for a boy¬ 
ishly young guy in the midst of 
studying, possibly for a college 
exam. 

[For the record, the guy fea¬ 
tured in the ads is 22 and a friend 
of English’s from Australia. He still 
resides down under, and does not 
work at the club, to the disap¬ 
pointment of several who have 
asked if he did.] 

Online, this marketing ap¬ 
proach is enhanced with a back¬ 
ground modeled after a page 
ripped out of a spiral notebook 
and another photo of a well-de¬ 
fined younger man. For English, 
26, the ads are meant for guys who 
may not feel the city’s other sex 
clubs are geared for them. 

And if the club’s signing up 
350 members in a matter of weeks 
is any indication, English’s suspi¬ 
cion that younger gay guys were 
yearning for a new space is turn¬ 
ing into a successful business ven¬ 
ture. 

“I wanted to give gay and bi

men in this town another choice, 
another option. I am satisfying a 
niche in the community, those 
people who don’t want to go to 
Folsom Street, are not into leather 
and want a space that is a little 
more inviting,” said English as he 
gave a tour of the facility. “We are 
targeting a younger crowd that 
isn’t being serviced by the existing 
clubs. The marketing materials of 
those clubs are pitching them¬ 
selves to a much more mature au¬ 
dience.” 

English, who formerly man¬ 
aged Mack Folsom Prison for 
about six months, said he had 
heard from many younger guys 
who felt there wasn’t a sex club 
specifically built for them. And 


while that is his main target audi¬ 
ence, he said no one will be re¬ 
fused entry due to age. The only 
requirement is members need be 
at least 18 years old. 

“We are very welcoming and 
open to anyone who comes 
through our doors and appreciate 
our more mature clients as well. 
We are definitely not exclusionary 
pr unwelcoming to older guys,” 
said English, who has received 
several e-mails from older men in¬ 
quiring if they would be wel¬ 
comed as members. “We have seen 
a real variety of the guys who 
come through the door. We are 
getting a lot of guys from the Cas¬ 
tro end of town.” 

333 Linden is a private club 
and guys need to become mem¬ 
bers in order to have access to the 
space. Currently, a six-month 
membership runs $10 and then 
members pay $10 on weekdays or 
$12 on weekends. 

As of now there are no slings, 
no gym, and no boxing ring at 333 
Linden. Instead, there is a hangout 
area with a television set usually 
tuned into KRON-4 or KQED and 
safe-sex materials. There is also a 
cyber cafe area with two comput¬ 
ers, each with a webcam hookup, 
allowing club members access to 
the Internet. . 

The 4,500 square foot space is 
housed in a former industrial 
building on an alleyway in Hayes 
Valley. The clothing-optional club

Fairfield wants Noel out

till he city of Fairfield is fighting 
v ' to get Robert Noel out of 
1 town. 

The man convicted in connec¬ 
tion with the fatal dog mauling of 
Diane Whipple was paroled to the 
Solano County city this week. 
Fairfield’s mayor, Karin Macmil¬ 
lan, told the Bay Area Reporter 
that she sent a letter to the Cali¬ 
fornia Department of Corrections 
on Monday, September 15, asking 
that Noel be located elsewhere. 

Macmillan said she didn’t 
think it was appropriate to parole 
a high-profile prisoner like Noel 
to her city. 

“He wouldn’t be able to blend 
in here,” the mayor explained. “We 
don’t believe it’s good for Mr. Noel 
or our community.” 

In her letter to the Department 
of Corrections, Macmillan wrote: 
“It seems a bit unusual that Mr. 
Noel would be placed in a commu¬ 
nity less than an hour’s drive from 
San Francisco considering the high- 
profile nature of his case. It can be 
argued that the victim’s family and 
friends, the citizens of the state of 
California, and even Mr. Noel him¬ 
self, would be better served by relo¬ 
cating him to a county further away 
from San Francisco. 

“With our own crime and 
quality of life issues to deal with 
here in the city of Fairfield, we 
would ask you to reconsider the 
decision to keep Mr. Noel here in 
Fairfield. We respectfully request 
he be moved to another commu¬ 
nity as soon as possible. He does 
nothing to enhance the positive

image we have for our city.” 

Fairfield’s vice mayor, Harry 
Price, said he would bring up the 
issue at the city council meeting on 
Tuesday, September 16. Price said 
he encouraged Macmillan to write 
the letter to parole officials but he 
conceded that the city was proba¬ 
bly powerless to force Noel, 62, out. 

Price said the dog mauling case 
struck a personal chord with him 
because more than 35 years ago, a 
neighbor’s dog mauled his then- 
5-year-old son. The boy was hos¬ 
pitalized for 13 days and required 
extensive reconstructive surgery. 

“[Noel] carries a stigma with 
him that causes unnecessary 
alarm and concern,” Price said. 

A spokesman for the Fairfield 
Police Department also was criti¬ 
cal of Noel’s parole there. 

“Is the police department happy 
about it? No,” said Mike Johnson. 
“It’s not just him, it’s just that we’re 
not happy when anyone from out¬ 
side the area is paroled here.” 

Department of Corrections 


spokeswoman Margot Bach said 
that Noel was released from High 
Desert State Prison in Susanville 
at 3:30 a.m. on Sunday, September 
14. Bach said the early hour on 
Sunday was chosen for Noel’s 
“own protection.” 

Noel was expected to be re¬ 
leased on Friday, September 12, 
but Bach explained that the state 
has the option to delay a prison¬ 
er’s release for up to five days. 

Although no official would say 
so on the record, the delay may 
have been the result of the media 
showing up outside the Susanville 
prison last Friday. A spokesman 
for the prison told waiting news 
crews that Noel would not be 
brought out in front of reporters. 

Bach said that the conditions 
of Noel’s three-year parole term 
forbid him to go to San Francisco 
or have any contact with Whip¬ 
ple’s family or friends or with 
Sharon Smith, Whipple’s partner. 

Smith declined interview re¬ 
quests, but through her attorney, 
Michael Cardoza, she issued this 
statement: “His time in prison was 
too brief and insignificant in rele¬ 
vance to my loss. He may be walk¬ 
ing out of prison but he will be 
living in a prison the rest of his life 
knowing that he caused the death 
of Diane Alexis.” 

Noel’s wife, Marjorie Knoller, 
48, received an identical sentence 
as Noel but her release date is slat¬ 
ed for March 14, 2004, at the ear¬ 
liest. Noel’s prison term was re¬ 
duced because, unlike Knoller, he 
worked in prison. Knoller has 
been “unable” to work in prison, 
possibly because of a health prob¬ 
lem, Bach said. ▼

is divided into three floors, with 
the ground floor a locker room 
area and room for a sauna area or 
other expansion in the future. 

The second level features a 
“blow job alley,” a darkened raised 
walkway with numerous glory 
holes cut into the wall, a wall used 
to screen porn films on DVD with 
surround sound, and the cyber 
lounge area. 

English said he wants to en¬ 
courage guys to surf the Internet, 
and if they meet someone, to in¬ 
vite them to join them at the club. 
Those who come to the club be¬ 
cause they met someone who was 
online there would get half-off ad¬ 
mission. 

“They can meet people here 
instead of at their home. I am 
hoping this will catch on with 
people who don’t want to host,” 
said English. 

On the third floor are por¬ 
tioned off “rooms” with red plas¬ 
tic mats and baskets of lube and 
condoms. Because San Francisco 
law does not allow private spaces 
in sex clubs, the cubicle areas are 
open. The walls are painted blue 
and red, and television screens

showing porn are hang through¬ 
out the room. 

The colors used are “a little bit 
of a departure of the traditional 
black on black,” said English. 

The club has a zero-tolerance 
policy when it comes to drugs. 
And for English, who has volun¬ 
teered at the Stop AIDS Project, 
promoting safe sex is a top prior¬ 
ity for his club. He is working on 
offering groups that do HIV pre¬ 
vention work a space inside the 
club. The area will also be used by 
the health department to do out¬ 
reach and testing. 

“I practice safe sex and I want 
people in my club to practice safe 
sex,” he said. “I want to encourage 
gay men to look after their own 
health.” 

As for competing against the 
other sex clubs in town, English 
insists he is not out to drive the 
others out of business. Nor does 
he see himself as a threat to the 
other clubs. 

“I don’t have any ill will toward 
my former employer or other sex 
clubs in the city,” he said. “There 
is plenty of room for all of us. I am 
not in direct competition with any 
of them.” 

But his opening did spark a 
flurry of competing posts on 
Craigslist since August, with posts

saying they would be going to 
Mack Folsom Prison. Other posts, 
which English swears he did not 
submit, sound like advertisements 
for 333 Linden. 

The online feud prompted sev¬ 
eral men to become annoyed 
enough to post their own mes¬ 
sages. 

“It’s time we all started flagging 
these idiots from both of these sex 
clubs...[Mack and 333 Linden]. 
Go buy some damn advertisement 
like a legitimate business. We 
aren’t on Craigs to be bombarded 
with your plugs and put-downs of 
the other place. Both places sound 
like they’re filled with high school 
girls ... anybody with a brain on 
Craigs should boycott these 
clubs,” read one post.

And one poster who had in¬ 
quired about 333 Linden, in an e- 
mail to the Bay Area Reporter , said 
he welcomed a new sex club that 
had a more positive atmosphere as¬ 
sociated with it. The man, who 
asked that his name not be used, said 
having new, additional spaces will 
help reduce the stigma and secrecy 
often placed on gay men’s sex lives. 

“I think that more venues cre¬ 
ate greater visibility, greater visi¬ 
bility can lead to great acceptance, 
greater acceptance can lead to 
more numerous and more varied 
clientele, and more clientele can 
lead to better experiences for 
everyone,” he wrote in his e-mail. 
“Perhaps I’m being self-serving: 
maybe I just want more sex clubs 
to give me more options, and the 
greater good of mankind is just an

ancillary benefit.” 

As for English, he is planning a 
special celebration during the Fol¬ 
som Street Fair weekend and has 
more party ideas in the works. 
Currently, he is waiving the en¬ 
trance fee on Tuesdays and 
Wednesday nights if guys sign up 
to become members. 

“I am 100 percent confident 
about that,” he said about being 
open at least a year. “We have only 
been open three weeks and al¬ 
ready had a great response. It can 
only get better from there.” 

The club is open weekdays 
from 6 p.m. to 6 a.m. and on 
weekends from noon to 6 a.m. 
and is located at 333 Linden be¬ 
tween Octavia and Gough streets.

Boston cleat party 

The San Francisco Spikes soc¬ 
cer team trekked to Boston last 
month for the annual World Cup 
Championships. Although they 
only made it to the quarterfinals, 
the Spikes put in a good showing 
under occasionally stormy skies. 

“We all had a great time, de¬ 
spite rain, muddy fields, and the 
daily change of schedule,” said 
Spikes player Karl Myrvold. 

Sixteen teams from the U.S., 
and a few other non-U.S. players 
participated. After 
the preliminary 
rounds played Mon¬ 
day, August 4 through 
Wednesday (five games 
each), the top eight teams 
qualified for quarterfinals in 
Division 1 and the bot¬ 
tom eight for the 
quarterfinals in Divi¬ 
sion 2. 

The Spikes’ first 
team lost to the overall 
winner of Division 1, Team Amer¬ 
ica, in a very close quarterfinal. 
The game was tied 1-1 after full 
time, and the same score after 15 
minutes of extra time played. The 
game had to be decided by penal¬ 
ty kicks. Team America won 4-2 
on penalty kicks. Team America 
won 3-0 over San Diego in the 
final. The Spikes second team lost 
in the Division 2 quarterfinal. 

Next year’s World Cup is spon¬ 
sored by both the Spikes and the 
Golden Gate Women’s Soccer 
League. 

“We’re trying very hard to get 
the word out that we’re looking 
for more women’s teams to par¬ 
ticipate and more * involvement 
from women in the planning and 
execution of the games,” said 
Karen Opp. 

Opp has been a member of the 
GGWSL for six years, first with 
the Crux, an East Bay women’s 
team, and more recently with the 
Mad Dog division of the Fog 
team, a San Francisco Division 4 
team in the GGWSL. 

She’s also secretary of the 


board of directors for the 
GGWSL. In addition to playing in 
the GGWSL, Opp, a 35-year-old 
writer/entrepreneur, was a mem¬ 
ber of the bronze-medal team 
(Olivia Scores) at the 2002 Gay 
Games, and a member of the Vain 
Girls United at this year’s IGLFA 
tournament in Boston. She also 
participated in the Festival of the 
Babes, a 7-aside women’s tourna¬ 
ment that took place in Portland 
over Labor Day weekend. 

“I played soccer in high school, 
but unfortunately Syracuse Uni¬ 
versity [her alma mater] did not 
then have a women’s soccer team 
while I was there, so I played for 
an indoor rec club for two years. 

“Participating in the Gay 
Games was an incredible experi¬ 
ence, not only due to the pomp 
and circumstance of the Opening 
Ceremonies, but meeting players 
from around the world, and the 
level of play,” she said [there were 
approximately 27 women’s 
teams]. “I can’t think of any other 
tournament, gay or straight, in 
soccer where I would have had 
that same experience.” 

Despite her enthusiasm, and 
the popularity of women’s soccer 
in general, and among lesbian 
leagues, the tournament in Boston 
was particularly hard for women 
for a couple of reasons, Opp said. 

“There was an incredibly low 
show of teams (four) which was a 
big letdown after seeing 27 teams 
in Sydney (2002) and knowing 
there were nearly 60 teams at the 
Gay Games in Amsterdam (1998). 
Secondly, the weather and field 
conditions made play very diffi¬ 
cult and even hazardous. In our 
final game against Belgium, a Bel-, 
gian player broke her leg in three 
places during a defensive play. 
That was a sad note on which to 
end our final game.” 

Nevertheless, her optimism re¬ 
mains high for the 2004 Cup. 

“It’s my goal to get at least six 
women’s teams from San Francis¬ 
co registered to play, and I will 
definitely be on one of those 
teams,” Opp said.T

against the recall,” said Executive 
Director Geoff Kors, “and a no on 
the recall and no on [Proposition] 
54 remains the best way to protect 
all Californians’ civil rights. That 
being said, Equality California be¬ 
lieves that Lieutenant Governor

With its endorsement of Bus¬ 
tamante, EQCA is essentially fol¬ 
lowing a strategy embraced by the 
state’s LGBT Legislative Caucus, 
various Democratic leaders, Bus¬ 
tamante, and several newspapers, 
including the Bay Area Reporter 
and the San Francisco Bay 
Guardian. 

EQCA came out against the re¬ 
call in July. But after the special 
election was certified and the date 
set, the organization sent out ques¬ 
tionnaires and interviewed candi¬ 
dates to determine whether it 
would support a replacement can¬ 
didate. Kors said that actor Arnold 
Schwarzenegger, the leading Re¬ 
publican in the race, refused to an¬ 
swer the questionnaire or partici¬ 
pate in an interview regarding his 
views on LGBT civil rights issues. 

“If the right wing’s recall of the 
governor is successful, the LGBT 
community will likely face similar 
attacks, and the advances obtained 
during Governor Davis’s tenure 
could be in jeopardy,” Kors said. 

Recall delayed 

The recall election itself could 
be in jeopardy. On Monday, the 
Ninth U.S. Circuit Court of Ap¬ 
peals, in .San Francisco delayed the, 
special election, citing the fact that 
about 44 percent of the state’s vot¬ 
ers would have to use outdated 
and error-prone punch-card bal¬ 
lots. Counties that would still use 
punch-card ballots next month 
include Los Angeles, the state’s

His decision could be made any 
day now,” wrote Hinman, empha¬ 
sizing the urgency to act expedi¬ 
tiously. 

[On Wednesday morning, 
Davis spokesman Russ Lopez said 
that the governor has yet to take a 
position on the bill, adding it was 
unclear if the amendments to the 
measure had adequately ad¬ 
dressed the governor’s previous 
concerns. At issue is whether pas¬ 
sage of the bill would take away 
county health officials ability to 
work one on one with injection 
drug users, Lopez said. 

“The governor vetoed the bill 
last year because it would take 
away authority the counties now 
have,” said Lopez, who added the 
bill needs to be signed into law by 
October 12, not the 17. “He un¬ 
derstands the AIDS community’s 
concerns but he’s got to look at 
the larger picture.”] 

Opponents of the bill contend 
the measure is legitimizing drug 
use. But supporters of the bill 
argue it does not encourage drug 
use. They argue it can be used as a 
step toward getting injection drug 
users into treatment programs. 

“The science, the actual re¬ 
search, dispels the mythology 
around this issue. Doing things to 
encourage clean needle use does 
not increase needle injection 
forms of drug abuse,” said Sue 
North, Vasconcellos’s chief of 
staff. “They simply save lives.

most populous; and San Diego; 
Sacramento; Mendocino; Santa 
Clara; and Solano. Punch-card 
ballots with their “hanging chad,” 
of course, became famous during 
the contested 2000 presidential 
election when Florida was ground 
zero in the battle for the White 
House. In that case, the U.S. 
Supreme Court intervened, or¬ 
dered a halt to the recount, and es¬ 
sentially handed the election to 
President Bush. 

Monday, a three-judge panel of 
the Ninth Circuit invoked the 
Supreme Court’s Bush v. Gore de¬ 
cision in ruling that the California 
recall should be delayed until all 
counties switch to more reliable 
voting machines. That is expected 
to be completed by March 2004. 
While the appeals court decision 
did not set a new date, most ob¬ 
servers believe it would be moved 
to March if the court decision 
stands. That election would also 
include the Democratic presiden¬ 
tial primary, and is widely viewed 
as favorable for Davis, since pre¬ 
sumably the race would attract a 
heavy Democratic turnout. 

But like everything else sur¬ 
rounding the recall, nothing is for 
certain. Conservative GOP re¬ 
placement candidate state Senator 
Tom McClintock (Thousand 
QaksLbas threatened .to put m 
initiative on the March ballot that 
would repeal the bill Davis just 
signed allowing illegal immigrants 
to get driver’s licenses. Such a 
move could trigger a high turnout 
by Republicans, some political 
pundits have noted. 


At press time, the Ninth Cir¬ 
cuit announced that an 11-judge 
panel of the court would accept 
briefs Wednesday, September 17 
from the parties involved in order 
to rehear the election case. 

In its decision, the appeals 
court included a seven-day stay to 
give the parties involved time to 
appeal. The lawsuit was the last of 
several challenging the recall, and 
was brought by the American 
Civil Liberties Union of Southern 
California on behalf of several 
civil rights organizations. 

The court’s decision, if it stands, 
would also delay votes on Proposi¬ 
tion 53, which would require a 
specified percentage of general 
fund revenue to be set aside for in¬ 
frastructure improvements, and 
Proposition 54, which would bar 
state and local governments from 
collecting racial data. Opponents 
fear Proposition 54 would limit ad¬ 
vances in medical research, educa¬ 
tion, and other matters. 

Assemblyman Mark Leno (D- 
San Francisco), a member of the 
LGBT Legislative Caucus, initially 
told the B.A.R. that he was jubi¬ 
lant that the recall election had 
been delayed. 

“It’s prayers answered,” Leno 
said. “I think the decision makes 
sense.” 

But a couple of hours later, 
Leno said that there would be 
problems postponing the election, 
specifically that it would mean six 
more months of campaigning, 
which could affect the ability of 
candidates running for other of¬ 
fices to raise money for their races. 

“That’s the double-edge of it,” 
Leno said. “All of that affects 
money for Assembly races next 
year.” 

Leno booted 

Leno also told the B.A.R. that 
he was repeatedly told to leave an 
area outside last weekend’s state 
Republican Party convention in 
Los Angeles, where he and Assem¬ 
blywoman Jackie Goldberg (D- 
Los Angeles) were attempting to 
call attention to Schwarzenegger’s 
lack of specifics concerning where 
he stands on LGBT-related issues. 


John’s basic premise is if someone 
decides to use drugs with a needle, 
they shouldn’t die as a conse¬ 
quence.” 

According to the California 
Office of AIDS, 19 percent of all 
AIDS cases in California are 
linked to the sharing of contami¬ 
nated syringes. The percentages 
are higher among women and 
people of color, with 37.3 percent 
of cumulative AIDS cases among 
women, 24.3 percent of cases 
among African Americans, and 
22.4 percent of cases among Lati¬ 
nos linked to injection drug use. 

There are also between 500,000 
and 600,000 cases of hepatitis C in 
California and roughly 60 percent 
of those are attributable to dirty 
needles. According to the Agency 
for Health Care Research and 
Quality, the average annual cost 
for treating someone infected 
with HIV is $20,000 to $24,000. 
Much of this treatment cost is 
born by public agencies. 

Under SB774, a licensed phar¬ 
macist would be able to sell hypo¬ 
dermic needles or syringes to a 
person without a prescription 
under specified conditions. It 
would end the requirement that a 
person properly establish his or 
her identity to the pharmacist in 
order to purchase a needle or sy¬ 
ringe. It would end the current re¬ 
quirement that a pharmacist keep 
detailed records of nonprescrip¬ 
tion sales of hypodermic needles 
and syringes. 

The bill would also authorize a 
person to possess up to 30 hypo¬ 
dermic needles or syringes if ac¬ 


quired through an authorized 
source. And pharmacists would be 
required to hand out information 
about drug treatment programs 
with the syringes: 

“The subtle message comes 
through to drug users that people 
are treating them as if they are 
functioning humans, and there¬ 
fore, they tend to be more respon¬ 
sible in their drug use,” said 
North. “If people are given an op¬ 
portunity to get clean needles they 
will use clean needles. If you learn 
the pharmacist is not your enemy, 
then you are more likely to talk to 
that pharmacist about the abscess 
on your arm. It leads you to more 
responsible behavior.” 

Van Gorder said the bill is 
needed not only in towns and 
cities where no needle exchange 
programs exist, but also in coun¬ 
ties such as San Francisco that do 
have established programs. 

“It does make it easier for these 
people living in counties that 
don’t have exchange programs to 
have access. And there are clearly 
some injection drug users who 
won’t go to needle exchange sites 
to get clean needles,” said Van 
Gorder. “I think there are injec¬ 
tion drug users who don’t perceive 
themselves as being addicts but do 
perceive people who go to ex¬ 
change programs to be addicts 
and would prefer not to mix. 
Some users from a higher socioe¬ 
conomic status don’t want to go 
mix with users they see as being 
poorer and of lesser social status. 
They would be more inclined to 
go to a pharmacy.” ▼ 


“We tried to set up a table out¬ 
side the makeshift amphitheater” 
where Schwarzenegger was hold¬ 
ing a rally last Saturday, Leno said. 
Both security personnel from the 
actor’s campaign and hotel staff 
told Leno to leave, and they 
threatened to call police. Ulti¬ 
mately, Leno was able to distrib¬ 
ute about 1,000 flyers asking dele¬ 
gates and others present to de¬ 
mand Schwarzenegger take a 
stand on various gay legislation, 
including domestic partner rights 
and education bills. 

“I told them, ‘I’m not doing any¬ 
thing wrong,”’ Leno said, adding 
that television news cameras 
showed up to see what was happen¬ 


ing. “Finally they backed down.” 

Last month, Leno issued a let¬ 
ter to Schwarzenegger that also 
asked for his position on major 
LGBT-related issues. To date, the 
candidate has not responded. 
Schwarzenegger’s campaign also 
did not respond to a telephone 
message from the B.A.R. seeking 
comment. 

Curiously, Leno said that when 
he went into the Airport Marriott 
Hotel to grab a sandwich before 
heading to the Democratic meet¬ 
ing elsewhere in L.A., hotel per¬ 
sonnel tried to tell him the bill had 
been “taken care of.” But Leno was 
unimpressed. 

“I didn’t accept the free lunch.” ▼

n Quebecois director Emile Gaudreault’s 
funny and unexpectedly passionate fam¬ 
ily comedy Mambo Italiano* Angelo (Luke 
Kirby) drops a bombshell at the dinner 


er Maria (Ornette Reno) and father Gino

A decade 
later, Angelo has moved to Montreal’s “gay 
village." His apartment is burglarized, and 
when Angelo calls the cops, who should turn 
up but Nino, with a job Angelo’s family finds 
respectable, and looks that Angelo finds irre¬ 
sistible.

made “in honor of the divine Mr. Harri¬ 
son,” that is, the late composer Lou Harri¬ 
son. The eponymous music is “Serenade,”

Schatz) sit on stage left (yes, Virginia, an¬ 
other on-stage guitar ballet), and Morris 
dances the five movements beside them.

I JH ozart’s The Magic Flute is a 
> ,/7 long opera, extended by 
spoken dialogue, that does 
not belong in an opera house the 
size of the War Memorial. This 
might explain why it wasn’t per¬ 
formed there until 1950. Yet it’s 
Mozart, without which we cannot 
live, and, when it is sung and con¬ 
ducted well — as it has been in 
the past — it’s an enchanting 
evening in the theater. The music 
is fabulous; the drama entertain¬ 
ing; it even has lofty if occasional¬ 
ly misogynistic spiritual values. 

San Francisco Opera’s current 
revival of Flute, which opened 
Tuesday a week ago, was a let¬ 
down after the wonders of the 
opening night Mother of Us All 
(yes, possums, I know I’m in the 
minority on that; tough nugies). 
But it was also, as several have 
pointed out, a lot better than the 
last Magic Flute in the Loth Man- 
souri regime. That starred a 
provincial Pamina and Sarastro, 
an inaudible Queen of the Night, 
a miscast Tamino, and a Papageno 
who obviously was trying — too 
hard — to save the evening. 
Charles Mackerras, usually a fa¬ 
vorite in this repertory, was in the 
pit, probably wishing he were in 
London instead. Even the usually 
glowing David Hockney produc¬ 
tion looked old and tired. 

This time around, the Hock¬ 
ney sets have been refurbished; 
Tom Munn’s lighting helped them 
look fresh and lovely. Never mind 
that some of Hockney’s costumes 
— especially those pants-and- 
belts-and-tunics things worn by 
chunky little guys like the Saras¬ 
tro and Tamino — would only 
look good on the Oakland Athlet¬ 
ics’ stud pitchers. The funny 
menagerie and darling little boys 
(Michael Bannett, Bryan Jolly, 
Jordan King) in their flying boat 
help make this production a 
happy one. 

Of course, we got it in the first 
place because SFO’s financial 
troubles meant dumping the 
scheduled Coq d’Or, which put 
me, a major Rimsky Korsakov 
groupie, into a terminal funk. I 
still don’t understand the fiscal 
thinking that jettisons new reper¬ 
tory for an expensive production 
of The Barber of Seville, an opera 
we hear all too often. Nor was 
SFO able to salvage most of the 
cast assigned to the Rimsky. 

The only holdover, as far as I 
can tell, is the Sarastro, Georgian 
(Russia, not Southern US) basso 
Paata Burchuladze. Not heard 
here since the 1996 Civic Audito¬ 
rium Prince Igor, Burchuladze was 
rumored to have lost his voice. 
Well, he hasn’t. He still makes a 
huge, loud noise; he just can’t sing 
any more. His two out-of-tune 
arias, the trio, and his hilariously 
awful Russian-accented German 
dialogue helped make the second 
act seem even longer than it is. 

Popp rocks 

Distanced from that misery 
were the Tamino (Charles Cas- 
tronovo, a former Merolini) and 
Queen of the Night (Suzanne 
Ramo, ditto, moving up from Pa¬ 
pagena in the last Flute). He’s a 
handsome if diminutive fellow 
who moves with authority and 
sings with forthright tone, but it 
has a harsh, metallic edge that 
seems more appropriate in other 
rep. Though Castronovo sings a 
lot of Mozart, anyone who thinks 


this is the way Tamino should 
sound has never heard Wunder¬ 
lich, Gedda or Burrows in the 
role. Ramo has all the staccato 
clockwork for the Queen’s two 
socko pieces, and she was both 
loud and mean enough, so I’m 
not sure why she left me cold. As 
someone said, “When did you 
hear anybody better?” How about 
the late Lucia Popp? 

I do know, however, that I’ve 
heard better Paminas than Ana 
Maria Martinez. This young Puer¬ 
to Rican artist is a huge talent; I 
wonder if she’ll be ready for 
Manon Lescaut when SFO finally 
gets around to Puccini’s early ro¬ 
mance. She sang strongly and oc¬ 
casionally with soft head tones, 
but the quality of the sound is 
much too edgy for my taste in 
Mozart. One doesn’t necessarily 
want to be the oldest elephant in 
the pack, but when your Paminas 
have been Pilar Lorengar (in the 
Met’s Chagall production), Mar¬ 
garet Price (who debuted here the 
same night as Stuart Burrows; we

Although BBC 
America reaches a rela¬ 
tively small audience, 
it’s been enough for 
Norton to get his foot in 
the American door. He 
was speaking from 
Chicago prior to arriv¬ 
ing in SF as part of 
his three-city tour 
with Red-Handed, a 
standup comedy act 
at the Alcazar Theatre through 
Saturday. 

Being on BBC America, with 
its august connotations, gives 
Norton a kind of cache that he 
doesn’t have back home. “The 
show is a lot cooler here than it 
ever was in Britain,” Norton said. 
“Here it’s like this culty thing, and 
people feel like they’ve discovered 
it. They don’t understand that we 
just shit it out every week.” 

But don’t head to the Alcazar 
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expecting the television show, 
Norton said. “They’ll be sitting 
there for some time waiting for 
the amusing celebrity to come 
round the corner. That ain’t 
gonna happen. It’s just me. The 
other thing is that, as disgusting as 
the television show is, 
this is ruder. It’s viler.” 

Some examples of 
ruder and viler, please? 
“Well, I do a whole big 
thing about gay person¬ 
al ads. But I read the 
British ones. They are 
as disgusting as the 
American ones, but 
just seem a bit 
'chirpy. 

“And we nor¬ 
mally go into some sort of phone- 
sex thing. Sometimes it works, 
and sometimes it doesn’t. In 
Chicago, honest to God, you need 
a university degree to have a wank 
on the phone. I’m sure there’ll be 
a simpler system in San Francis¬ 
co.” 

Back in Britain, he begins a 
new season of his five-a-week 
show next month before soon re¬ 
turning to the States to tape a 
week of programs in Los Angeles. 
“I’d like to work more over here,” 
he said, “but I don’t know how big 
a pact you need to make with the 
devil to do that. It’s still some¬ 
thing I want to do, but I wonder 
now if it will ever happen.” 

He sees his current standup 
gigs as much about fun challenges 
as career advancement. “It’s high 
pressure for the hour and half 
you’re on stage, because you’re liv¬ 
ing on your wits, but in terms of 
a career it’s not very high pressure. 
Even if I have the worst time in 
my life, I can go home and no¬ 
body will know about it.” 

The Irish-born Norton, briefly 
a teen member of a continuing SF 
commune, credibly claims to have 
nothing that can be called a career 
plan. “I exceeded my ambition 
quite a few years back,” he said. 
“Now everything is, as they say in 
Norway, butter on bacon.”

‘Rainbow’ connection 

If plans for a Broadway revival 
of Finians Rainbow hadn’t fallen 
apart a few years ago, it surely 
wouldn’t have been selected by 
42nd Street Moon, purveyor only 
of “lost musicals,” for its annual 
full-orchestra treatment. But the 
upside of its Broadway non-re¬ 
turn is that this show with a truly 
wonderful score will open a five- 
day run on Sept. 24 at the Alcazar 
Theatre. 

Actually, the scuttled produc¬ 
tion was more “revisical” than re¬ 
vival, with the book brought up- 
to-racially-PC-date by Peter 
Stone, the man who did similar 
service on the Indians in Annie 
Get Your Gun. Despite strong re¬ 
views in its Miami tryout, the new 
Finians Rainbow production was 
shut down at least partly, said the 
main producer, because of in¬ 
vestor wariness about even its re¬ 
worked racial subplot. 

But 42nd Street Moon will be 
offering the original 1947 version 
of the Burton Lane-E.Y. Harburg 


musical, actually considered 
racially progressive in its day. 
Much too progressive for Holly¬ 
wood, which didn’t commit it to 
film until 1969 despite a score that 
includes “Old Devil Moon,” “How 
Are Things in Glocca Mora,” 
“Look to the Rainbow,” and sev¬ 
eral more pop standards. 

Set in the fictional state of Mis- 
situcky, the musical tells of the 
spirited battle between an Irish¬ 
man and a leprechaun for a pot of 
gold. Also, this Irishman has a 
lovely daughter, and she and 
Rainbow Valley’s leading man 
soon become an item. And there’s 
an old-school Southern politician 
who gets his comeuppance when 
somehow, magically, he turns 
black (and creates revival prob¬ 
lems). 

Michael Patrick Gaffney is 
playing the wily Finian McLoner- 
gan, Marsha Mercant is his come¬ 
ly daughter Sharon, and Peter 
Sroka is Og the libidinous Lep¬ 
rechaun. Bonnie Heilman is di¬ 
recting the concert-style produc¬ 
tion, with musical direction by 
David Dobrusky.

Political poet 

A new one-man play about 
poet Federico Garcia Lorca, mur¬ 
dered during the Spanish Civil 
War for being red and queer, will 
have its premiere Oct. 5 at the Ac¬ 
tors Theater of San Francisco. 
Blood Poet Lorca! is the creation of 
SF writer-performer Luis 
Oropeza, who has spent a decade 
researching and working on the 
piece.

Leonardo lives 


' Notebooks' at Berkeley Repertory

f Leonardo da Vinci had in¬ 
vented a time machine and 
traveled to 2003, what might he 
have made of Mary Zimmerman’s 
performance piece based on his 
notebooks? After a few puzzled 
moments, his expansive mind 
probably would grasp the synergy 
between his musings and Zim¬ 
merman’s illustrative theatrics. 

At least, that’s the impression 
of the original Renaissance man 
created by The Notebooks of 
Leonardo da Vinci at Berkeley 
Repertory Theatre. Through the 
jottings on thousands of loose 
pages produced between 1475 and 
1519, and never intended for pub¬ 
lication, Zimmerman and compa¬ 
ny have let a real man emerge 
from the myth, while reminding

Illuminating Frank Loesser at Plush Room

Intelligence is the hallmark of Marcovicci's tribute show If I Were a Bell. 


here are few singers as phys¬ 
ically appealing as Andrea 
Marcovicci, who opened last 
week at the Plush Room for a five- 
week run. On opening night, 
Marcovicci took the stage wearing 
a floor-length rose satin gown 
with a plunging neckline that ac¬ 
cented her patrician features and 
glimmering jewelry to great effect. 
Her stage patter is charming, and 
her sincere respect for composer 
and lyricist Frank Loesser seems 
genuine. For the first four weeks 
of her Plush Room engagement, 
Marcovicci presents If I Were a 
Bell, a tribute to Loesser, conclud¬ 
ing with a final week of shows 
dedicated to the songs of Cole 
Porter. 

Intelligence is the hallmark of 
Marcovicci’s work, and her Loess¬ 
er evening traces the composer’s 
life and career with just the right 
amount of historical fact separat¬ 
ing the musical numbers. The 
evening opens with some of the 
obscure earlier works from Loess¬ 
er’s Tin Pan Alley days, including 
an amusing “Doesn’t That Mean 
Anything to You,” and then pro¬ 
ceeds to the more famous songs 
he began to write during World 
War II. “Hamlet” and “Love Isn’t 
Born, It’s Made” were written for 
Betty Hutton and Ann Sheridan, 
respectively, and Marcovicci de¬ 
livers these two comic gems with 
particular relish. 


Throughout her show, Mar¬ 
covicci commands the stage gra¬ 
ciously and creates a wonderful 
rapport with the audience. She 
also has flawless diction. But then 
there is Marcovicci’s voice, the 
most problematic element of her 
presentation. For reasons known 
only to the artist, Marcovicci has 
developed a singing style that 
might best be described as “bipo¬ 
lar.” She sings part of a phrase 
with the standard delivery of a 


pop chanteuse, then, with no 
warning, jumps to an operatic bel 
canto to finish the phrase. These 
leaps of coloratura caprice hap¬ 
pen most frequently on the high 
I notes, and they happen many 


times in every song. The resulting 
style, when applied to pop stan¬ 
dards, creates a sort of cognitive 
dissonance that, at times, can bor¬ 
der on parody. After all, arias are 
not on the bill. 

When Marcovicci waxes oper¬ 
atic in her upper register, she 
pumps up the vibrato, and the 
notes go through her nose. This 
controlled but inelegant practice 
gives each song an emotional 
equivalency that does not serve 


the lyric or the singer very well. 
Quiet ballads like “Spring Will Be 
a Little Late This Year” and 
“Heart & Soul” are not moving, 
and “I Believe in You” does not 
inspire. 

With the capable support of 
bassist Tim Emmons and pi¬ 
anist/musical director - Shelly 
Markham, Marcovicci prevails be¬ 
cause of her looks, intelligence 
and charm. Musically, she recalls 
no one as much as the late oper¬ 
atic soprano Patrice Munsel. For 
some reason, Ed Sullivan took a 
special liking to Munsel, and in 
the ’60s heyday of The Ed Sullivan 
Show, she was a frequent guest. 
But this Metropolitan Opera diva 
would always show up trilling 
some ditty from the latest Broad¬ 
way musical as if it were “Sempre 
Libera.” This awkward collision of 
musical styles and genres worked 
no better for Munsel than it does 
for Marcovicci. ▼

us of Leonardo’s remarkable pow¬ 
ers of observation and his un¬ 
quenchable thirst for knowledge. 

Zimmerman, a Tony winner 
last year for Metamorphoses, has 
edited and rearranged Leonardo’s 
writings to suggest the hints of 
storylines, or least gathered 
themes. And then comes the Zim¬ 
merman magic, creating striking 
imagery to express the words in 
three dimensions. Leonardo’s 
writings on perspective, for exam¬ 
ple, become a human tableau with 
each actor’s face a focal point for 
taut strands of rope emanating to¬ 
ward the audience. 

There isn’t much that is direct¬ 
ly personal in the notebooks, but 


Zimmerman has seized upon 
Leonardo’s comments about Gia¬ 
como, his young apprentice, to 
create the closest thing to a story¬ 
line. While the notebooks mainly 
note the misdeeds of Giacomo, 
whether hanging out with unde¬ 
sirables or compulsively stealing 
from Leonardo, Zimmerman sug¬ 
gests the sexual, affectionate, and 
combative nature of this long- 
running relationship. 

The cast of eight takes turns 
speaking Leonardo’s words, and 
several of the performers seem to 
have been chosen more for their 
physical strength and acrobatic 
skills than vocal abilities. But the 
verbal duties are spread out, and 
this deficit is not a crippling one. 
Still, only Christopher Donahue, 
notably in the passages featuring 
an older Leonardo, suggests a 


character of much nuance. 

The production runs 90 min¬ 
utes, just about the right length for 
a piece in which random ideas and 
images are the stars. One thing we 
definitely do (gam about Leonar¬ 
do da Vinci was his abhorrence of 
caged birds, which he regularly 
bought at the marketplace just to 
set them free. If Leonardo had any 
objections about this production, 
it would probably be the sight of 
the live birds flitting about in a 
small cage on stage. It’s an odd 
contradiction in a display that 
otherwise seems in tune with the 
spirit of this great man. T

teen” by Ladytron, and “It Can’t 
Come Quickly Enough” by Scissor 
Sisters. Whether you prefer your 
parties, in a club with a cast of 
thousands, or in the comfort of 
your own home, this soundtrack 
is a party waiting to happen. 
Monster not included. 

The soundtrack to Freaky Fri¬ 
day (Hollywood Records) opens 
with “Ultimate,” a song by the 
movie’s co-star Lindsay Lohan, 
which can be skipped without 
guilt. More entertaining are cov¬ 
ers of well-known songs including 
“Happy Together” by Simple Plan, 
“What I Like About You” by Lillix, 
and the late Joey Ramone’s inter¬ 
pretation of “What a Wonderful 
World.” 

The clock is ticking on Brittany 
Murphy’s questionable acting ca¬ 
reer, and her latest dud, Uptown 
Girls, ought to signal that the end 
is near. The soundtrack (Nettwerk) 
finds ubiquitous religious rocker 
Leigh Nash singing, “It’s a 
Charmed Life.” Yes, I’m sure it is. 
More surprising are contributions 
by the brilliant Erin McKeown, 
fluffy club act Cooler Kids, and new 
singer/songwriter Toby Lightman. 

Contributions from Foo Fight¬ 
ers and The Wallflowers can’t save 
the soundtrack to American Wed¬ 
ding (Universal) from being just 
another thrown-together collec¬ 
tion of faux punk-rock tunes. But 
” what did you expect? 

Music from How To Deal 
(Capitol) features songs by Liz 
Phair and The Donnas, and a cou¬ 


ple of Beth Orton tunes (includ¬ 
ing her cover of Cat Stevens’ 
“Wild World”), “Do You Realize” 
by The Flaming Lips, and “Sur¬ 
render” by Echo. 

Bob Dylan acts in the movie 
Masked and Anonymous alongside 
Jessica Lange, Jeff Bridges, Angela 
Bassett, John Goodman, Penelope 
Cruz and others. He wrote 12 of 
the 14 songs on the soundtrack 
(Columbia/Sony Music Sound- 
trax) and performs four of them 
himself. The remaining renditions 
of Dylan’s songs are by Sophie 
Zelmani, Los Lobos, the Dixie 
Hummingbirds, and others. 

The story of Clam Dandy, a 
fictional all-girl rock band in late- 
’80s LA, Prey for Rock & Roll stars 
Gina Gershon and Lori Petty. The 
soundtrack (Hybrid) was pro¬ 
duced by Stephen ( Hedwig and 
the Angry Inch ) Trask, and fea¬ 
tures Gershon on lead vocals, 
backed up by Trask, Gina Volpe 
(Lunachicks), Sara Lee (B-52’s), 
Samantha Maloney (Hole) and 
the movie’s co-writer, Cheri Love- 
dog. Gershon sounds like Chrissie 
Hynde on “Stupidstar,” a song she 
co-wrote with queer songwriter 
Linda (Four Non Blondes) Perry. 

Randy Newman temporarily 
steps away from his Disney 
soundtrack affiliation for the 
Seabiscuit soundtrack (Decca). 
On par with his finest soundtrack 
work, Newman captures the 
majesty and the emotions of this 
underdog (or should I say under¬ 
horse) story.

They came 
from the 70s 

Back to the far-out decade

1 ost Fleetwood Mac fans 
I probably came to the 
1 band 10 years into its ex¬ 
istence. With Rumors, the 1977 
album that solidified the roles of 
Stevie Nicks and Lindsey Buck¬ 
ingham (who first appeared on 
the self-titled 1975 Fleetwood 
Mac disc), the Mac went Ameri¬ 
can mainstream, shedding some 
of its British blues pretensions, 
and achieved multi-platinum sta¬ 
tus. Success can be hard to take, 
and for the last 25 years, the band 
has been wrestling with that 
demon. The latest FM formation 
is a quartet (Nicks, Buckingham, 
and original co-founders Mick 
Fleetwood and John McVie), with 
Nicks and Buckingham reuniting 
as the band’s driving force. One 
look at the Say You Will (Reprise) 
album cover — Nicks and Buck¬ 
ingham as the focus in the center, 
flanked by Fleetwood and McVie 
— and you get the whole story. 
The focus of the album pretty 
much breaks down into the Nicks 
songs (rhythmic pop numbers 
like the title track, and mystically 
charged exercises such as “II- 
lume/9-11”) and Buckingham’s 
accessible and more experimental 
compositions, all of which are ex¬ 
tensions of their solo work. 

During those same mid-’70s 
years, singer/songwriter Phoebe 


Snow was wooing listeners with 
her stunning vocal abilities and 
songwriting gifts. Snow probably 
remains best-known for her 
chart-topping single “Poetry 
Man,” but she also wrote and sang 
other sensational songs, such as 
“Two Fisted Love” and “Some¬ 
thing Real.” Snow’s singular inter¬ 
pretations of songs by Paul 
Simon, Stephen Bishop, Paul Mc¬ 
Cartney, and the Gershwins are 
virtually unparalleled. Natural 
Wonder (Eagle) is Snow’s first stu¬ 
dio album in five years, and the 
first album to include original 
material in 14 years. Enlighten¬ 
ment and spirituality are nothing 
new to this diva, who has lent her 
pipes to the Sisters of Glory 
gospel ensemble and the songs on 
this album continue this explo¬ 
ration. Snow does two covers, a 
ballad reading of the Motown 
classic “Baby, I Need Your Lov¬ 
ing,” and a dramatic interpreta¬ 
tion of Live’s tune “Lightning 
Crashes.” 

Steely Dan have also returned 
this year with a new album, 
Everything Must Go (Reprise). 
With a sound so distinctive, 
Steely Dan doesn’t divert much 
from the pop/jazz/funk formula 
that has been their trademark for 
more than 30 years. The disc in¬ 
cludes the first-ever lead vocal by 
Steely Dan’s own Walter Becker, 
on the album’s bouncy center- 
piece, “Slang of Ages.” ▼

here are times when a movie 
and a soundtrack are so per¬ 
fectly matched that it is hard 
to imagine one without the other. 
Such is the case with the sound¬ 
track to Thirteen (Nettwerk 


America), a mix of songs by 
somewhat obscure performers 
such as Kinky (“Mas”), The Folk 
Implosion (“Make It with the 
Beat”) and MC 900 Ft. Jesus 
(“Killer Inside Me”). There are a 
couple of tracks by bands with 
openly queer members (“Super 
Bad Girl” by Iffy, and “Ivanka” by 
Imperial Teen), as well as a song 
by Liz Phair (“Explain it to Me”). 
Teenage artists such as Katy Rose 
and Orlando Brown are heard 
alongside the score by Mark 
(Devo) Mothersbaugh. 

Party Monster (TVT Sound- 
trax), the music that fills the 
movie about the rise and fall of 
NYC club kid and party impre¬ 
sario Michael Alig, bridges the ex¬ 
panse between ’80s electronic 
dance music and the Electroclash 
tunes of today. You may not real¬ 
ize how much songs such as Nina 
Hagen’s “New York, New York,” 
Stacey Q’s “Two of Hearts,” “Go!” 
by Tones On Tail, and ABC’s 
“How To Be a Millionaire” have in 
common until you hear them in 
such close proximity with “Seven- 
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Mark Morris

performing it, got up in a long, 
black skirt and white, kimono-like 
top designed by fellow conspira¬ 
tor Isaac Mizrahi. If the top were 
black, it would be more “slim- 
ming,” but that is not the point. 
Morris is hardly trying to recap¬ 
ture his youth. He needs that bulk, 
because when he turns suddenly 
after a moment of stillness and 
slams both feet to the floor, cas¬ 
tanets clacking, it’s like one of 
those sudden rushes of noise, 
movement and emotion from a 
kabuki player. I half-expected the 
traditional punctuation “mie” 
(crossed eyes) to follow those or¬ 
ganic upheavals. 

Yet the piece opens with a 
round dance in which Morris sits 
cross-legged and just moves his 
arms, neck and head in sinuous 
East Asian gestures. You never feel 
he is co-opting another culture, 
just that some of the beauties of 
ethnic dance are available to him 
and he grasps them happily. At an¬ 
other point, he plays with a fan, 
flapping it open across his face as 
if hiding some delicious secret. 
The feminine finger-cymbals, 
punctuating gracefully wafting 
arms, got one initial titter from the 
crowd, and then I suspect some¬ 
one killed that person and we were 
spared further indignities. 

String break 

I’m probably going on about 
“Serenade” because the other new 
piece on this program of short 
works was something of a bust. 
We won’t know, of course, until we 
see it again, but “All Fours” started 
with an unfortunate incident from 
which it never recovered. The 
pick-up string quartet that travels

with MMDG had finished the first 
movement of Bartok’s dissonant 
Fourth String Quartet when one 
of the women broke a string. (I 
couldn’t tell who it was because of 
the dark and their position slight¬ 
ly off right stage.) 

We sat and waited until some¬ 
one protested, whereupon Morris 
himself came down the aisle, still in 
the dark, and joked with the audi¬ 
ence about having patience. Unfor¬ 
tunately, the quartet had not been 
playing that well to start with. I 
don’t care how talented the young 
players are and how long they have 
toured with MMDG, that Bartok is 
a bitch, and it never recovered from 
the sour, out-of-tune opening and 
the broken string. 

The crux of “All Fours” lies in 
the gender pairings of the middle 
three movements. In “Prestissi¬ 
mo,” Craig Bisecker and Bradon 
McDonald dance furiously, most¬ 
ly in side-by-side unisons, except 
there is something going on be¬ 
tween them that reminded me of 
the non-touching, homosexual 
sex scene in Bent. When they sud¬ 
denly acquire a pair of female 
partners (Marjorie Folkman and 


Julie Worden) for the third move¬ 
ment (“Not too slow”), the erotic 
temperature goes off the chart. 

The two girls then take up to¬ 
gether in the fourth movement, 
“Allegretto pizzicato” (which had 
been choreographed by Morris 
many years ago). These three sec¬ 
tions, with their deliberately enig¬ 
matic permutations of four 
dancers, must hold the key for the 
title, except I haven’t figured it out 
yet. Morris never makes anything 
obvious in his serious dances, and 
would probably be annoyed as hell 
at me. No matter. I’m certain 
many people observed all three 
movements as pure abstract dance 
with no extra “meaning” implied. 

The short program opened 
with the goofy “Going Away Party,” 
to hilarious music of Bob Wills 
and His Texas Playboys, and closed 
with the vibrant kinetics of Harri¬ 
son’s “Grand Duo” (beautifully 
played by violinist Jonathan Gan- 
delsman and pianist Ilan Recht- 
man). Susan Ruddie’s glowing, 
Asian-inspired costumes helped 
Morris’bare-chested male dancers, 
every one a 10, look as scrump¬ 
tious as I’ve ever seen them. T

I Bought Andy Warhol 
by Richard Polsky 
(Harry N. Abrams, $24.95) 

Mjp here’s a real art to twisting 
'h and appropriating movie ti¬ 
ll ties. The porn business does 
it best, by coming up with fabu¬ 
lous riffs like Boobarella or the 
Matthew Barney-meets-Steven 
Spielberg E.T.: The Extra Testicle. 


While not exactly a salacious vol¬ 
ume, Richard Polsky scores clever 
points with his reference to the 
Valerie Solanis biopic in the title 
of his tales in the art trade. He 
makes sly reference to the ways in 
which buying and selling art is a 
sycophantic sport — though it’s 
not always clear that Polsky’s 
aware of that dynamic. 

I Bought Andy Warhol is an en¬ 
tertaining selective autobiogra¬ 
phy, in which San Francisco-based 
private art dealer Polsky tracks his 


career-long quest to acquire his 
very own Warhol painting. “So 
many paintings of such great 
worth had passed through my 
hands, and yet none of them had 
actually belonged to me,” he 
writes in his introduction. He 
pens something between lessons 
in working the art market (and its 
rollercoaster from an ’80s high 
point to a dismal early-’90s reces¬ 
sion) and a personal shopping 
diary. Prized artworks enter his 
personal collection but don’t al¬ 
ways stay there, for reasons of fun 
and profit. 

The book traces Polsky’s mild 
adventures in the art trade, offer¬ 
ing lite lessons in modern art his¬ 
tory and dealing in pictures, 
which involves a lot of flights be¬ 
tween New York and Los Angeles. 
He brings us right into the social 
and business aspects of big-ticket 
modern sales at Sotheby’s and 
Christie’s, something that Polsky, 
author of a series of well-received 
art auction price-guides, has some 
familiarity with. He flaunts the 
breadth of his knowledge by fre¬ 
quently veering off the Warhol 
path and discussing the career po¬ 
sitioning of Sean Scully and the 
inside scoop on the Sam Francis 
estate. 

The most surprising revela¬ 
tion, however, is Polsky’s charac¬ 
ter. He comes across in this first- 
person narrative not as debonair 
dealer or sensitive aesthete, but as 
nebbish and noodge. This is a guy 
whose friends remind him that 
his favorite Armani suit, which he 
wears to black-tie auction events, 
is only A/X. Even more amusing is 
the boastful tale of an art pilgrim¬ 
age to Jackson Pollock’s studio. 
While on a guided tour, Polsky 
sneaks into the great artist’s off- 
limits private bathroom to take a 
dump. He recalls: “Not bothering 
to switch on the light, I pulled my 
pants down and lowered myself 
onto the throne. I was hoping that 
through osmosis some of Pol¬ 
lock’s greatness might be trans¬ 
ferred to me.” Can’t take him any¬ 
where!

When trying to get a prized 
Warhol painting from Vincent 
Fremont, the chilly sales agent for 
the artist’s estate, Polsky razzes 
him on the phone by greeting him 
as “Vinny.” Fremont is not 
amused. But Polsky is. He suc¬ 
ceeds in business and in the nar¬ 
rative in spite of himself. If he’s a 
pestering wheeler-dealer, at least 
he has some sense of humor 
about the identity. He doesn’t, 
however, get very introspective or 
revealing in his writing. He gloss¬ 
es over how a business partner¬ 
ship with his wife (a relationship 
he only casually acknowledges) 
eventually destroyed his marriage, 
but his description of the career 
horror of colleagues finding out 
he’s staying at a budget hotel dur¬ 
ing an art fair is palpable. 


More often, Polsky’s plain- 
spoken demeanor works in his 
favor. In depicting an art world 
where dealers are often snooty — 
his description of bringing clients 
to meet with Mary Boone is a 
portrait of thinly veiled bitchery 
— Polsky’s nerdy behavior is re¬ 
freshingly down to earth. He’s the 
everyman who manages to be in¬ 
vited to lunch with high-powered 
dealers John Berggruen and Jim 
Corcoran at San Francisco’s Le 
Central, and then describes how 
they taunt him by rolling dice to 
see who pays the $300 tab. Those 
wild, crazy art guys! 

Most of the tales are gentle jabs 
at art-world chicanery, the extras 
that make the milieu worth visit¬ 
ing. He recalls the oh-so-grand 
opening of Pace Gallery’s Beverly 
Hills outpost, a white carpet affair 
with all-you-can-eat designer 
sushi. Polsky describes the vision 
of gallerist/movie producer Arne 
Glimcher making a dramatic en¬ 
trance holding the hand of 
artist/movie director Julian Schn¬ 
abel. “The two appeared to be in 
love, and they were — with them¬ 
selves,” Polsky quips. The bottom 
line here is that Polsky loves 
Warhol, especially the “fright wig” 
painting he ultimately acquires, 
and it’s an enduring devotion that 
keeps us interested in his story. T 


Double-crossed

Time on Two Crosses: The Collect¬ 
ed Writings of Bayard Rustin 
edited by Devon W. Carbado and 
Donald Weise (Cleis Press, 

$16.95) 

■jP his past August marked the 
I 40th anniversary of Martin 
Luther King’s “I Have a 
Dream” speech at the historic civil 
rights March on Washington. 
King is rightly hailed as the charis¬ 
matic visionary who gave the 
March, and indeed the civil rights 
movement, its defining 
metaphors. But there is one man 
who worked behind the scenes 
advising King, organizing the 
March, and working for the cause 
tirelessly despite being hounded, 
from both outside of and within 
the movement, for his ideology 
and his homosexuality. That man 
was Bayard Rustin, and his life¬ 
time of service in the cause of 
human rights has never received 
due recognition. 

That may be changing. Rustin’s 
life is the subject of a documen¬ 
tary, Brother Outsider: The Life of 
Bayard Rustin, which recently 
aired on public television stations 
across the country. He has been 
the subject of a respected biogra¬ 
phy, and his life has even inspired 
a stage play. Time on Two Crosses: 
The Collected Writings of Bayard 
Rustin is the first book that brings 
together writings from Rustin’s 
40-year career as a social activist. 
The book’s title comes from a 
1987 interview with Rustin, but 
it’s also a deliberate evocation of 
Time on the Cross, Robert Fogel 
and Stanley Engerman’s contro¬ 
versial 1974 study of American 
slavery. It’s an eminently appro¬ 
priate title, given Rustin’s strug¬ 
gles in the fight for both racial 
equality and sexual freedom. 

Rustin had the misfortune of 
living and working as an openly 
gay man at a time in American 




history when such boldness was 
not rewarded. This fact, in addi¬ 
tion to Rustin’s race, his consci¬ 
entious objection to the war, and 
his socialist beliefs, singled him 
out for persecution on many 
fronts. Surprisingly, many of 
those attacks came from other 
black leaders in the civil rights 
movement, who saw Rustin as a 
liability. Although King himself 
was disinclined to make much of 
Rustin’s sexuality, he nevertheless 
had to answer to the larger voice 
of the movement, and too many 
people had too many misgivings 
about Rustin for King to allow 
him a place of prominence. 
Though Rustin was pictured as 
one of the March’s organizers on 
a 1963 Life magazine cover, his in¬ 
fluence within the movement was 
weakened by those who opposed 
him. 

One of the most heroic aspects 
of Rustin’s life is that he was not 
defined by one movement or 
cause, but by the general struggle 
for human rights. He worked with 
energy and passion for a number 
of oppressed groups, such as the 
American Japanese who were 
placed in internment camps by 
the US Government during World

War II. He also spoke out often for 
gay rights and women’s rights. 

Time on Two Crosses brings to¬ 
gether a wide array of Rustin’s 
writings. Arranged both chrono¬ 
logically and thematically, these 
essays represent everything from 
Rustin’s early arguments against 
Jim Crow laws and for nonviolent 
disobedience (he is credited with 
introducing King to Gandhi’s phi¬ 
losophy) to his later writings on 
gay rights and his essays on the 
condition of black Africans. This 
is a diverse and invaluable collec-

clinations,/Have been till now an 
enemy to love/And would gladly 
remain one,/Ah! I believe I am in 
love.” — at the fastest tempo at 
which he can still maintain dic¬ 
tion. In a mere two-and-a-half 
minutes, Henschel unleashes an 
astonishing range of expressions: 
desperation, elation, yearning, be¬ 
wilderment, and, finally, frenzy. 

Naturally, the CD will be 
judged on the quality of the cycle 
“An die feme Geliebte,” Op. 98, 
where Henschel and Schafer are 
simply, quietly astonishing. De¬ 
spite their extravagant care with 
the score, nothing seems calculat¬ 
ed or mannered, and the 11 min¬ 
utes unfold with the inevitability, 
changeability and rightness of 
weather — here, the soul’s. Hen¬ 
schel sings the repeated notes of 
the second song with startling 
particularity. Yet ultimately, what 
astonished most is the pair’s free¬ 
dom with the piece, following all 
its shifting feelings with trust and 
unquestioning involvement. T

U armonia Mundi has re- 
- leased a CD of Beethoven 

- I songs that inadvertently 
salutes the end of Europe’s sum¬ 
mer arts season, when and where 
it really happens. In late August, 
Harmonia Mundi’s soloist, bari¬ 
tone Dietrich Henschel, sang a 
Schubert recital in London that 
floored even the festivaled-out 
critics, and by several accounts left 
both singer and audience in tears. 

An argument could be made 
that a real professional would not 
weep at the end of his own recital, 
but Henschel was singing a pro¬ 
gram of Schubert’s songs about 
death, followed by Schwanenge- 
sang, so if ever there was a right 
time, this was it. The [UK] 
Guardian's Tim Ashley conclud¬ 
ed, simply, “One of the greatest 
things I’ve ever heard in my life.” 

This new studio recital, with 
Henschel superbly partnered by 
Michael Schafer (who also offers 
three superbly played, rare 
Beethoven piano solos in the bar¬ 
gain), makes such reports plausi¬ 
ble and then some. Their connec¬ 
tion with the material — still one 
of the most neglected corners of 
the recital repertoire — is corm 
plete, personal, individual, and 
natural without once seeming ex¬ 
aggerated. In short, this is music¬ 
making of the highest order. Crit¬ 
ics are currently reassessing 
Beethoven’s “late period,” when it 
transcended known forms, and 
the importance of the songs in 
that artistic transition. Call this 
CD Exhibit A. - 

Unaccountably, some review¬ 


ers of Henschel praise him for 
how much he can do with such 
little voice. This CD may bury 
that idea. It supplies irrefutable 
evidence that, at the level of sheer 
sonic luster, Henschel’s voice is 
the equal of any of today’s other 
baritone recitalists. It may lack the 
suavity and tonal elegance of a 
Dietrich Fischer-Dieskau (to con¬ 
fine comparisons to baritones no 
longer active, one who also made 
a superb CD of Beethoven 
Lieder), but it augments its al¬ 
ready involving sound with that 
“immediately recognizable vocal 
timber” that savvy record produc¬ 
er Walter Legge called “the sine 
qua non of a great career.” 

The CD’s first four sung 
words, “Ob ein Gott sei?" (“Is 
there a God?”), leave no doubt 
that exceptional singing is in 
store. “Ob” is dead on the pitch 
but completely drained of tone, 
even more so on the repeat. While 
separated by cavernous silences, 
all four words have their own col¬ 


ors, and each its place in a 
sharply-edged musical line. The 
effect is masterful. The song is “An 
die Hoffnung,” Op. 94, one of the 
composer’s most mature songs, 
written to a poem by Christoph 
August Tiedge that could not have 
been written in a post-Prozac age. 
Its plea for “Hoffnung” (hope) is 
as passionate as Leonore’s in Fide- 
lio, if, from an older, wiser com¬ 
poser, less sure. In the final “O 
Hoffnung!,” Henschel’s tone, again 
blanched, is steeped in resigna¬ 
tion. 

Croon river 

The other extreme of Hen¬ 
schel’s expressive range surfaces in 
the craftily built comedy, culmi¬ 
nating in crooning buffoonery, of 
“There once was a king,” the “Flea 
Song” from Goethe’s Faust. Still, 
the majority of the songs are of 
great seriousness, and, not infre¬ 
quently, patent spirituality and 
even religiosity. It’s not every 
singer who could put over the Six 


Gellert Lieder, Op. 48, whose 
pietistic texts lost favor even dur¬ 
ing Beethoven’s day, but Henschel 
lends them a spiritual earnestness 
that matches the composer’s (who 
was just beginning to face the hor¬ 
ror of his deafness). The third, 
“Vom Tode,” emerges a deeply se¬ 
rious meditation on death, and 
the exhortation in the second 
strophe, to “Live as you will wish 
you had lived/Once you are dead,” 
is both wrenching and uplifting in 
Henschel’s reading. 

Like Beethoven, Henschel is at 
his finest in the songs about ro¬ 
mantic love, its dizzying heights 
and its vertiginous drops into 
anxieties of all kinds. It peaks in 
the concluding “Soliloquy,” in 
which Henschel tears through the 
text — “I who with my fickle in-

sents a view of immigrant life that 
is frozen in time. Angelo’s parents 
have spent decades trapped in the 
social world of their small Italian 
village, resisting blending into the 
fabric of Montreal. Why should 
they give up Italian to speak 
French? As Gino puts it, “Nobody 
told us there was two Americas: 
the real one, the United States, 
and the fake one, Canada. Then to 
make matters even worse, there’s 
two Canadas: the real one, On¬ 
tario, and the fake one, Quebec.” 

There are also two Angelos: the 
mischievous, curly-headed, pas¬ 
sive-aggressive imp who fields 
telephone consumer complaints 
for a Montreal travel agency, dur¬ 
ing which he is “abused by rich 


corporate executives, their assis¬ 
tants and their assistants’ assis¬ 
tants,” and the boyish man who 
plays hide the salami with Nino. 
If Saturday Night Live should ever 
decide to be funny again, they 
should call Luke Kirby. Like a 
young Bob Newhart, Kirby gives 
great telephone monologue. Just 
pray that somebody like Angelo 
doesn’t answer when you need 
computer tech support. 

Active listening 

The film hits its comic stride 
when Angelo, having been expelled 
from the “Italian village” and 
Nino’s bed for his reckless honesty, 
discovers that the “gay village” has 
its own hidden hypocrisies. At¬ 
tracted to the Gay Helpline by the 
personality of its coordinator, Peter 
(Ted Post), Angelo is advised to be 
an active listener who can “hear 


[the callers’] pain.” 

Angelo, who says “talking and 
not listening is an Italian tradi¬ 
tion,” proceeds to treat some gar¬ 
den-variety cases — the suicidal 
teen, the perpetually unrequited 
lesbian, the hormonally chal¬ 
lenged transsexual — like a thera¬ 
peutic version of John Belushi’s 
Samurai Delicatessen, hilariously 
repeating his caller’s pleas until 
reaching, mantra-like, an all-pur¬ 
pose reply, “Yes, you’ve ruined 
your life.” For all his fearsome 
honesty, Angelo is but an im¬ 
proved version of Maria and Gino. 

Mambo Italiano can be faulted 
for its ethnic cliches and fun- 
house-color scheme. In one scene, 
production designer Patricia 
Christie has Angelo’s shirt match 
the wallpaper: both are a vibrant 
orange. But lurking just under the 
next page ► 
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Mambo Italiano 
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surface is the notion that the film 
is the pilot for the sitcom of his 
family that frees Angelo, the 
writer and the man, to forgive 
them and be forgiven by them. 

Much of queer cinema’s most 
challenging fare ( Boys Don't Cry, 
LIE.) confronts scary truths that 
can frighten the horses, both gay 
and hetero horses. Mambo Ital¬ 
iano, like our own Big Fat Greek 


Wedding, is a date-night-friendly 
parable about the paradoxes con¬ 
cerning queer people and modern 
family life. Years after Quebec’s 
Quiet Revolution, limiting the 
power of the Catholic Church, 
Angelo and family have their rec¬ 
onciliation inside a confession 
booth. Fearing to be seen exiting 
the booth, the family screws up its 
courage, only to confront a total¬ 
ly empty church. T

ow long have we known 
jWj each other?” 

“Since before forever.” 

“I’ve known guys who rattled 
off my work by heart. They didn’t 
stay long.” 

By the time we meet her in the 
summer of 1980, novelist/screen¬ 
writer Marguerite Duras has be¬ 
come a reclusive, hard-drinking 
old flirt. Every man but one has 
fled the coop. That one, little 
more than a boy, is standing 
naked in her bathroom. Their 16- 
year affair will spark a last burst of 
writing that many will consider 
her best: The Lover, The Malady of 
Death, Yann Andrea Steiner. The 
last novel evokes the name of the 
young man, whom she teases, 
telling him that he is but her last 
great character: “The name’s 
mine. You’re nothing. What will 
you do with it when I’m dead? 
The whole world will remember 
it. Yann Andrea Steiner: a Jew 
from Brittany. It’s unforgettable.” 

Cet Amour-La is the title of the 
memoir/novel that Yann Andrea 
wrote to recover from his grief 
when Duras died on March 3, 
1996. It’s also the title of Josee 
Dayan’s film elegy to love between 
generations, to the tyranny of a 
love that transcends the death of 
the older partner. This love is 
quarrelsome and messy, a kind of 
love that in America can only be 
depicted as black comedy, a love 
that inspires the best work and 
haunts the luckiest lives. 

Duras is evoked by Jeanne 
Moreau, who here seems deter¬ 
mined to have us both remember 
and forget all she’s meant to us 
onscreen — with Truffaut, Jules 
and Jim; Godard, A Woman is a 
Woman; Welles, The Trial; and 
Bunuel, Diary of a Chambermaid. 
The equally amazing Aymeric De- 
marigny is Yann Andrea, whose 
oval face, day-old stubble and 
mane of auburn hair are a con¬ 
stant reminder of the repressed 
passion of even the most passive 
boys. Demarigny unwittingly 
evokes a young Bud Cort. Oddly, I 
kept thinking not of the Cort of 
Harold and Maude, but the actor’s 
later job tending to the last days of 
Groucho Marx. 

Sixteen candles 

Moreau and Demarigny fuss, 
flirt and fight throughout the 95 
minutes that are director Dayan’s 
take on their 16 years. Neither 
actor undergoes artificial aging, so 
it’s all the more shocking when 
our time with them is suddenly 
over. Moreau is a superb domina- |

trix, whether downing a glass of 
red wine in a single gulp, showing 
off her Normandy beachtown as 
if she were its sole proprietor as 
well as curator of its literary 
memories (“Proust came here 
with his grandmother. Before the 
Grand Hotel of Cabourg. He was 
on the side facing the sea. I’d 
rather face the rear,”) or giving a 
driving lesson, telling Yann he has 
to juggle the clutch and the stick- 
shift just so if he wants his life 
with her to go anywhere. 

The film’s greatest conceit is 
the power of an older woman to 
use the boy, rudely. Early in his 
stay, Duras kicks the sleeping 
Yann out of bed, throwing his 
suitcase out the window, knowing 
that he’ll be back at her door, a 
properly whipped pup. While his 
body is lovingly objectified, our 
voyeurism is reserved for her will. 

Duras, born to schoolteacher 
parents when Indochina was still 
a French colony, went on to write 
about lifem the wake of war and 
colonialism. Her script for Alain 
Resnais’ Hiroshima Mon Amour 
used a chance love affair between 
a French woman and a Japanese 
businessman to evoke all the past 
century’s cross-cutting of passion 
and sorrow. 

Yann, confused by the emo¬ 
tions she provokes, inquires at 
their first meeting, “Is it a let¬ 
down?”

T he San Francisco International 
Arts Festival has shown excellent 
taste in booking Keith Hennessy 
and his performance troupe Circo 
Zero to perform “A Cabaret of Danger 
& Compassion” this Saturday and 
Sunday, September 20 and 21 at Yerba 
Buena Center for the Arts. In line with 
Hennessey’s bent for challenging the 
status quo in art and politics, the pro¬ 
gram aims high: to foster a new era of 
“Radical Trust in Strangers.” 

And how is this to come about? By 
showcasing amazing aerialists juggling 
the endless possibilities of danger, and 
demonstrating the strength of trust. 
Since Hennessey is a highly political 
animal as well as a master showman, 
expect some of the show to reflect the 
geo-political balancing and contor¬ 
tions now taking place on the world 
stage, where trust is in short supply. 

Among the performers is aerialist 
Amanda Starr, a member of the New 
Old Time Chautauqua, a traveling- 
vaudeville/education troupe. She 
trained with Earth Circus, Velocity 
Circus, Camp Winnarainbow, and in 
Havana with the Cubano Internation¬ 
al Circus. She studied with some of the 
greats in the biz, including the Pickle 
Family Circus’ Gypsy Snyder, and SF 
Circus School’s Master Lu Yi and Xi 
Hong. She performed with the Flying 
Karamozov Brothers and Avner the 
Eccentric. In short, she knows about 
danger, and how to fly in the face of it. 

Jade-blue Eclipse, who also studies 
acrobatics with Master Lu Yi, was 
born in Nagasaki, Japan and learned 
survival/performance skills in San 
Francisco’s seedy strip joints, hip 
nightclubs, and alt-performance 
spaces, where instead of resorting to 
drugs and violence, she unleashes her 
inner masochism by startling patrons 
with bizarre physical feats. 

Benn Mendoza began his perfor¬ 
mance career with a one-year stint as 
Tigger at Disneyland, then quickly 
moved on to apply his dancing/gym¬ 
nastic skills on Royal Caribbean tours, 
in Broadway shows, and at future-trib¬ 
al dances in L.A. Now in San Francis¬ 
co he too trains at the SF Circus 
School. He has been found teaching at 
Head Over Heels, touring with Dream 
Circus at Lollapaloosa, promoting 
clubs, performing at raves, and danc¬ 
ing with Jade at Bondage A Go Go. 

Susan Voyticky, after getting her 
degree in Science, Technology and So¬ 
ciety at Stanford, and mapping the 
human genome for a year, went to 
Paris to study movement theater, clas¬ 
sical dance, Capoeira, and aerial arts at 
the Ecole Jacques Lecoq. She then cre¬ 
ated the musical group Strate with 
Ayel Lambert Ramos, and finally per¬ 
formed her works to great acclaim at 
festivals — all of which goes to show 
which skills and training (science vs.
